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RETROGRADE STEP FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 

Belicxy.ng that the passage of Army reorganization leg- 
tslatics. placing the command of the Militia Bureau 
und: an officer other than of the permanent establish- 
me:t would mark “a very serious retrograde step in the 
ézvelopment of the National Guard” “in officer of the 
Regular Army has written a letter to the chairman of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs protesting 
against that section in the House Army Reorganization 
bill (H.R. 12775). which would place at the head of the 
Militia. Bureau for a term of four years a Wational 
4juard officer of ten years’ commissioned service. Although 
this officer does not concern himself with the Senate 
Army Reorganization bill (S. 3792) specifically, it may 
be nofed that it includes a provision for having other 
than a Regular officer at the head of the “National 
Guard Division of the War Departmefit” and therefore 
falls equally within the scope of his very drastic and 
courageous criticism. He writes, in part: 

“A determined effort has been made by the adjutants 
general and the representatives of the adjutants general 
with the express purpose of wresting from the War De- 
partment the control of the Militia Bureau. « At 
a recent meeting, held in the city of Washington, Jan. 
14 and 15, in which the adjutants general of twenty-five 
states were represented, this subject as to whether the 
Militia Bureau would be taken away from the War De- 
partment was under discussion, and one of the adjutants 
general of one of th: greatest states of the Union, it has 
been reported, standing in their midst, addressed the 
men as follows: ‘I have stood in your midst and heard 
you proclaim publicly what you would do were you in 
charge of the Militia Bureau, and you know as well as I 
do that what you have proposed is a direct violation of 
statute law; as for myself, I wish to state that I would 
not trust one of you in the position. We know that Regu- 
jar officers will carry out statute law, and I am in favor 
of maintaining a Federal officer in charge of the Militia 
Bureau, and insist that it is our duty to see that the 
law is changed when necessary, and not endeavor to force 
him to do violence to his conscience and to statute law in 
meeting our demands.’ The vote upon this question was 
by no means unanimous. It is known that eight of the 
states objected to this change, one refrained from voting, 
and twenty-three were not represented at the meeting.” 

Of the duties and responsibilities of the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau this officer writes: “He occupies the most 
difficult position for any military officer to fill in our 
whole military system. Furthermore, he is accountable 
for the efficiency of our least developed force. ’ 
The money appropriated by Congress is apportioned 
through the Militia Bureau, and the chief of this bureau 
is, at present, the only Federal representative we have in 
the distribution of these funds. If the provisions of Sec- 
tion 48 are carried out, the Federal funds will be turned 
over entirely to the control of persons who, in many cases, 
have strong state allegiance. Your bill removes our lone 
‘watch-dog’ upon the expenditure of Federal funds for 
the National Guard. If the head of the Militia 
Bureau should be a National Guard officer he must come 
from some state or island possession. No matter how 
fair he may be, forty-seven other states will constantly 
maintain that he is favoring his own state to the detti-” 
ment of the others. It has required desperate efforts on 
the part of the War Department to secure a symmetrical 
devélopment of the National Guard. The efforts are still 
being continued, and it can be safely asserted that there 
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is no other agency than an absolutely disinterested offi- 
cer who can secure any kind of success in such develop- 
ment. 

“It is observed that in your bill the detail of the Chief 
of the Militia Bureau is for a period of four years. The 
pay is that of a major general, without the right of re- 
tirement.. At the expiration of four years, unless this 
officer should be reappointed, he would be relegated to 
private life; therefore, the officer selected, as a rule, 
could not give up his entire time to the military cause. 
He would have to meet the prospéct of returning to civil 
life at the end of four years. He could not devote all 
his energies to the duties of Chief of the Militia Bureau, 
which require every effort of the present incumbent and 
the efforts of many other conscientious Regular officers 
to maintain the standards required for Federal purposes. 
If the officer was continually reappointed to the position 
of Chief of the National Guard Bureau, without doubt, 
he would become a permanent or Regular officer to all 
intents and purposes, and there would be no change what- 
ever from the conditions which exist at the present time. 

“I believe it important to invite your attention to the 
fact that a shrewd politician from the National Guard 
as the Chief of the Bureau, with the political backing 
of The Adjutants General Association and the National 
Guard Associations, will virtually dictate the military 
policy of this country in the future, and will give to Con- 
gress far greater trouble than they have ever had in the 
past in the solution of a proper military policy. The re- 
cent experience of the present House Committee certainly 
will recall to many of them the pressure exerted by the 
National Guard. Lgislation would be far freer if the 
bureau remained under the control of a permanent offi- 
cer. I am very much disturbed about the character of 
the National Guard officer who will accept the position 
as Chief of the Militia Bureau for a limited number of 
years. Will he be the kind of a man whom Congress de- 
sires, or will he be more of a politician and, perhaps, of 
a very cheap variety? Will it be possible for Regular 
officers to serve with loyalty under an officer whose mili- 
tary experience is limited to ten years and political ex- 
perience to forty? If the selection be a wise one, it may 
be a workable scheme, but I fear very much that a 
change at the present time is certainly changing your 
horse in the middle of the stream. In conclu- 
sion I desire to inform you that this letter emanates from 
me personally. It is a position which I do not 
believe any Regular officer would seek. But if the Army 
is to be one Army. and the National Guard is to be 
trained as-prescribed for the Regular forces, the chief of 
this bureau ought to be a most accomplished, well in- 
structed, thoroughly competent, patriotic, Regular officer.” 

The writer disproves the contention of advocates of 
this scheme of changing the head of the Militia Bureau 
that the Militia Bureau “is not-aware of the problems 
and environments of the National Guard” by showing that 
four Regular officers on duty at the Militia Bureau were 
formerly members of the National Guard and that the 
bureau has in its records “such a collection>ef facts con- 
cerning the National Guard as can not be found else- 
where in the world.” He closes his letter: with this 
strong appeal: 

“Before this Section 43 becomes law, I want you to 
glance hurriedly with me over the development of the Na- 
tional Guard. Since the days of the Revolution, for 124 
years, it was controlled by National Guard officers and 
state officers with but little attention from the Federal 
Government. During that period occurred the history 
mentioned in Upton’s “Military Policy,’ and in Dr. 
Huidekoper’s book. In 1908 the control of this force 
passed more eompletely under the domination of a Fed- 
eral bureau controlledeby a Federal officer, and in 1917, 
aided by the wise laws of Congress, this bureau succeeded 
in placing’ upon the battlefields of Europe seventeen Na- 
tional Guard divisions which won the admiration of their 
friends and foes. It is an accomplishment which the 
Militia Bureau regards with pride, and which should de- 
serve. the commendation of Congress because the officers 
endeavored to carry out the provisions of statute law. 
The results, when compared with the previous history of 
the National Guard, are almost miraculous, yet in your 
bill, in Section 43, you libel the officers of the Regular 
Army as being absqlutely unsuited for the head of this 
bureau which placed, on Aug. 5, 1917, 12,123 officers and 
367,000 men of the National Guard in organizations at 
the disposal of the Federal Government.” 

Congress will be well advised if, as this officer sug- 
gests, it preserves the original Section 81 of the Na- 
tional Defense act which he declares to be “entirely sat- 
isfactory” in this matter of the Militia Bureau and re- 
jects such legislation as is now before it in any form 
that would tend to weaken Sederal control of the Na- 


tional Guard.

JUTLAND FROM A GERMAN VIEWPOINT. 

Naval critics who have held to the-opinion that the 
Battle of Jutland was not a decisive battle, and that the 
British fleet was not the vic’ or, should read the book 
written by Comdr. Georg von dase of the German navy, 
who was chief gunnery office. of the battle eruiser Derf- 
flinger, which took so prominent a part in the great bat- 
tle. The book was recently published ia Leipzig, Ger- 
many. and is entitled “Die Zwei Weissen Volker.” The 
book is an important contribs«tion to the naval history 
of. the World: War. It is by far the best, fairest and 
most complete account of the bettle that has been written 
by a German officet. The facts made public by Com- 
mander. Hase plainly show the absurdity and falsen:ss of 
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the reports of the battle first given out by the Germans, 
in which they claimed @ great sea victory. 

In frank and sailor-like fashion, Commander von Hase 
points out that the escape of the German High Sea Fleet 
from utter annihilation was regarded as miraculous, con- 
sidering the superiority of British guns and gunnery, 
and he admits that the British “shot superbly and at a 
fabulous speed.” At certain periods of the battle “so 
effective was the British gun fire,” he says, “that we 


- stood powerless before the enemy, unable to return his 


fire.” Commander von Hase admits that at one period of 
the battle four British ships of the Queen Elizabeth 
class were engaging the entire High Sea Fleet, which 
had to turn away because none of the German guns 
could reach the British ships. 

Writing of the second phase of the action, when the 
British Fifth Battle Squadron had arrived to reinforce 
the lighter forces, Commander von Hase states that this 
phase was as disappointing to the Germans as the open- 
ing phase of the fight had been encouraging to them. 
“We were fighting an enemy at the second stage of the 
action,” he says, “inferior in numbers, but superior in 
fighting power, which was depressing, nerve racking, and 
painful. Our only means of defense was to sheer out of 
line as soon as the enemy found our range, and as he 
did not notice these movements we were able to escape 
quickly from the hail of projectiles.” He also states that 
at this stage of the action the range was scarcely ever 
closed below 19,600 yards, but at this extreme range he 
says the control of the British shots was not very effec- 
tive, owing perhaps to bad visibility. In discussing the 
fourth phase of the battle and the final retreat of the 
German High Sea Fleet, Commander von Hase writes: 
“Admiral Scheer, the commander-in-chief of the German 
fleet, had realized the perilous situation of his fleet. 
Their van was enclosed within a semi-circle of hostile 
ships and we found ourselves absolutely in the soup (im 
absoluten Wurstkessel). The only means of escape from 
this dangerous position was to turn the whole fleet about. 
It was therefore decided to execute the maneuver unob- 
served and unmolested by the enemy, and this could only 
be done by creating a diversion. The German battle 
cruisers and destroyers were therefore ordered to cover 
the retreat of the main body. Admiral Scheer signaled 
the fleet to turn about, at the same time making signals 
to the battle cruiser force to charge the enemy. (Rau an 
den Feind!) Followed by the Seydlitz, Moltke and Von 
der Tann, we steered at first to the southeast and then 
south, heading straight for the enemy’s van. And aow 
there broke upon the Derfflinger as leading ship a per- 
fect tornado of fire. We drove deeper into the inferno, 
offering a splendid target to the enemy, while he himself 
could barely be seen.” 

Commander von Hase describes the last portion of the 
covered retreat of the German fleet in detail and speaks 
of the frightful losses his ship sustained. “One 15-inch 
shell pierced the armor of C turret and exploded, killing 
seventy-three of the seventy-eight men and setting the 
ship on fire at that part. The effects of burning car- 
tridges were terrible and killed all within reach. An- 
other 15-inch shell penetrated a roof of D turret with 
frightful effect, killing eighty men in all instantly. With 
every moment the British fire seemed to grow more in- 
tense and accurate. Another heavy shell wrenched two 
armor plates from the bows of the Derfflinger and tore a 
hole twenty feet by sixteen feet in the hull, through which 
the water poured whenever the vessel pitched. All her 
yards were shot away, the flags burned and searchlights 
wrecked, and all voice-pipes and telephone cables had 
been shot away.” When a heavy projectile did strike 
the armor of the Derfflinger, Commander Hase states, 
the tremendous detonation caused the whoie ship to vi- 
brate and even the conning tower quivered and shook. 
The German battle cruisers, he states, could not make 
more than twenty-five knots for any length of time, 
whereas the British ships were steaming at twenty- 
eight knots. 

The German battle cruiser Lutzow, which was de- 
stroyed by British gun fire, was “shot to pieces by the 
British battle cruisers and the Fifth Battle Squadron,” 
says Commander .von Hase. “She is reported to have 
received more than sixty heavy projectiles in the course 
of action.” In describing the destruction of the British 
battle cruiser Queen Mary, Commander von Hase says: 
“About 6:26 p.m. the Queen Mary met her doom. For 
two minutes our salvoes had been straddling her repeat- 
edly, and ten seconds after the last had fallen we saw a 
huge red flame shoot up from her forepart. Then fol- 
lowed two prodigious explosions, and amidst the smoke 
we saw her great masses of débris rise in the air.” 

After the German fleet retreated toward their home 
port under the cover of darkness, the writer tells us, 
great relief was felt by the Germans when in the early 
morning light it was seen that the British fleet had been 
eluded and that the German fleet would have no further 
fighting. It was well known that the British fleet did 
not pursue in the night, owing to the presence of many 
mines thrown overboard by the retreating Germans, and 
the presence of submarines in waiting. The British fleet 
appeared the next day but the Germans were too battered 
up to go out. Commander von Hase admits that the 
men did not want to go out again to fight, and that it 
would take at least six months to repair the damage to 
the principal German ships that escaped. Commander 
von Hase pays a tribute to the bravery aad daring of 
British destroyers in closing in on the German fleet, and 
states that numerous hits from their 4-inch guns were 
found, which inflicted serious damage to unprotected 
parts of the German warships. . 4 , 








THE BENDING “BACKBONE OF THE ARMY.” 


To THE Eprrorn or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Hach week there is mention of increased pay, warrant 
grade, possibility of obtaining a permanent commission 
and retirement for those non-commissioned officers who 
were the “backbone of the old Army”—the best Army 
in the world—and who are now the greater effectives in 
maintaining what little morale there is left in the en- 
disted force. But the backbone is gradually breaking 
and these real soldiers are now making ready to leave 
the Service for goed because they are faced with the 
i ibility of feeding and ciothmg the members of 
their families. The Government allowance will soon be 
taken away, and then these families who have given 
their all to government service will be forced to leak to 
new fields for a livelihood. They are not only unable te 
purebase things which the average family the labor- 
wag class term necessities, but they are actually unable 
to provide the bare necessities for maintaiming the bedy 
and the soul and mind must siecessarily be forgotten. 

“The success of our Army at home and abroad in the 
Work War is a memorial to the seasoned non-commis- 

i officers who were commissioned and assigned to 
almest every class of werk and responsibility. The 
Army of the future cannot afford to lose the services of 
these men. The archives of the War Department speak 
volumes of the untiring, efficient, loyal service rendered 
by these old-timers—frem the second lientemant drill 
master whipping the National Army into shape to the 
colenel in charge of a zone of supplies. Some might 
gay that when commissioned they reeeived such an in- 

in pay that they should new be fimaneially fixed 

some time to come. But that is an illusion. Those 
commissioned who were heads of families and received 
changes of station find that the experience was a mighty 
costly oné—not only were they unable to save, but the 
balance is on the wrong side of the ledger. The writer 
sums up his serviee to his country during the Werld 
War, financially speaking, at a cost of over a thousand 
dollars. fe was more fertunate than many others, too, 
simee be was able to have his family with him a large 
part ef his commissioned service and was not forced to 
maintain two heuseholds. He was forced to move his 
family out of government quarters, occupied as a non- 
commissioned staff officer, when commissioned and as- 

i to one of the large mebilization camps. Then 
came the usual breaking up of the home—practically giv- 
ing away twenty-five per cent. of household goods; then 
another move to a cencentration camp where he was 
able to find a hut for his wife and four children, which 
was classed as quarters. Then several mere moves and 
his househeld govds practically gone. H.C.L. hit harder 
and harder on each move; but he is of the old Army and 
hie wife of the uncomplaining kind—od bless her- 

His detaiis called ferth abilities lyimg dormant and 
which were nurtured by traiming under Regular Army 
efficers of the old schoo], and to them he owes what little 
success he had in the work allotted him. His details 
were interesting and varied, and he was on the jeb 
twenty-four hours the day, seven days the week, fifty- 
two weeks the year; commandi a eompany of enemy 
aliens; building concrete reads in December with ther- 
memeter registering below freezing; performing duties on 
the personal staff of the commanding officer of a mobibiza- 
tion camp; assisting in the organization of Army train- 
ing detachments at one of our larger universities; eom- 
mandant of Army training detachments and Student 
Army Training Corps at another; commanding a dis- 
charge unit im a ilizatien group; breken in 
and placed on sick leave: regaining former goad health 
and back to duty again, but soon discharged due to the 
ceasing of the temporary need of his services as a com- 
missioned officer. He did net get across, but he wanted 
te. And did he try to get across?—everything a mortal 
man could do; tendered resignation of his captai 
requested authority to enlist in a regiment of Infantry 
on priority for overseas serviee—but the application did 
not get far towards acceptance. But he is not com- 
plaiping, and be is still loyal to the core, and he and his 
family are willing to continue the life already dedicated 
to the service of their country. 

The temporary uncertainty as to the outeome of bilis 
which would prebably make it practicable for the old 
non-commissioned officer to stay in harness and put his 
shoulder to the big problem of reorganizing the pew 
Army is beginning to tell on these men (those~who are 
still holding their temporary commissions, and these 
already discharged from their temporary ‘commissions 
and who have isted fer one year) and they are finding 
it a mighty big task to -keep a stiff upper lip and at- 
tempt to help break the bad influence with which a few 
bolshevikally inclined can permeate a military garrison. 
They look for some relief enabling them to claim that 
which will become due them—their retirement pay—the 
insurance which will become due at termination of the 
period of their endowment policy contracted when they 
re-enlisted the first time and decided to serve their 
country. 

The soldier of the old Army would like to know what 
really is the probability_of enactment of. legislation mak- 
ing it possible for a Tormer nen-commissioned officer, 
who served as a commissioned officer during the World 
War, to obtain a grade commensurate with duties he 
might be able to perform and a month!y pay such that he 
could at least guarantee his children an education. 

ONE OF THE FLOATING Rips. 
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NEED FOR A WAR CAMPAIGN MEDAL. 
To rue Eerror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JourRNat: 

In your issue of Feb. 28 I noted with much interest 
the observation of “X.Y.Z.” in regard to the desirability 
ef a campaign medal in addition to the Victory Medal. 
In my opinion, “X.Y.Z.” is entirely correct in his posi- 
tion and I think that the fact that Great Britain and 
France wear their campaign medal senior to the Vietory 
Medal is in itself sufficient reason for the adoption of a 
similar campaign device by our Government. The ques- 
tien is one whieh I have heard discussed many times in 
the Service, even before any policy in regard to ~serviee 
decoration was indicated by the Government. The eon- 
sensus of opinion as I have heard it expressed, advised 
an issue of a number of campaign medals, one for each 
of the main theaters of operatamc—an seample of the 
distribution being somewhat as follows: 

Army. (1) A.E.F. in Russia, France and Siberia. 





(2) In all ether places. 

Navy. (1) All vessels based on European ports, nayal 
railroad batteries, U.S. navgl aviation in Eurepean we- 
ters, all officers and men as'jore or afloat in the war zone. 
(2) Ocean escorts on triusatlantic duty, armed guard 
eficers and crews, officers and men of the Nava) Auxil- 
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clined, as there were many of his former -friends serving 


iary Reserve, entitled to one service chevron. (3) In all 
other places.

It is believed that this methed of distribution is prac- 
tical and that this or a stmilar classification would be 
popular If fer reasons of economy it were deemed ad- 
visable to issue only one campaign medal, the distinction 


-eould still be made by means of variation in the design 
of the ribbon. But whether we have one design for all, - 


or one for each sector, let us have a distinctive campaign 
medal and not leave our war medal to be the same as the 
junior decoration of other nations.

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OCOUNDITIONS IN THE SERVICE: 
‘To rne Eprvor or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The Honorable Thomas 8. Butler, chairman of the 
House Committee .on Naval Affairs, when questioning 
General Barnett of the Marine Corps on the number of 
officers of field rank im that organization who have ‘re- 
signed recently from the Service, created not a little 
perturbation in the Services when he remarked that the 
statements of General Barnett merely confirmed him in 
his epinion that junior officers were the only ones who 
needed, and consequently deserved, an increase in pay. 
To have so infiuential a personage as Mr. Butler make 
this statement means, in the minds of many of us, that 
he, by virtue of his position in Cengress and his reputa- 
tion for faipmindedness, may.be able to influence other 
Cengressmen to agree with him. It is obvious that this 
is a matter thai affeets net enly the field officers of the 
Marine Corps but also officers of relative rank in Army 
and the Navy. 

I wonder if Mr. Butler quite understands the condi- 
tions in the Service to-day. Definite and concrete exam- 
ples prove far more tham theoretical arguments. Fifteen 
years or so ago 1 entered the service of my choice as a 
second lieutenant. My pay in these days was about 
$135 a month. Then in 1908 Congress decided that the 
pay I was receiving was not sufficient for my needs and 





my income from Govermment sources was raised to about” 
* $171 a menth, including all 


pay and allowances. I was 
a second lieutenant, unmarried, with no responsibilities 
other than those which usually fall to the lot of an un- 
attached bacheler. It is to be presumed that my salary 
then was based upon the needs of a young man of the 
period, for I have never heard it contended either then 
or now that offeers of the Services have ever been over- 
paid. 

During the past twelve years I married. I little 
theught that ten years later, with three additional little 
mouths to feed. I should still be living on the same salary 
that I received when I received my first “raise” at the 
hands of Congress in 1908. In that year of pleasant 
memery my income was about $170 a month. To-day, 
with all my added responsibilities, my pay and allew- 
ances amount to about $375. In terms of 1908 my in- 
come amounts to about $178 per month. My friend, the 
Colonel, is trying to give two daughters a liberal educa- 
tien. He foresees the neeessity to withdraw the two 
girls from their scheels becamse the boy must be pre- 
pared for college next year, and must enter his chosen 
s¢hool the year follewing. Another friend, with two 
stars on his tunic, finds himself as “eommanding officer” 
bard put to held up his end in these latter days. He, 
teo, has his children to edueate and his dinners to give. 
He, too, finds his last tour of duty before retirement eat- 
ing into his savings te an alarming degree. 

Dees Mr. Butler nnderstand all this? Does he realize 
that many of us who have assumed ebligations in the 
form of little children and wives cannot properly clothe 
them and still live as officers and gentlemen? ‘That word 
gentlemen is used advisedly. That is the way the Govy- 
ernment demands that we live. Phe eode of the military 
Service demands that we live and conduct ourselves as 
gentlemen. Has it met been neticed that officers them- 
selves and their wives and children no longer look as 
well-groomed as in former days? Life in the Army end 
in the Navy and Marine Corps no longer holds surcease 
frem tmancia] worry. I believe that the Congress and 
the country at large prefer to have an Army and a Navy 
free enough from the werries of a financial nature to 
enable the persennel, both commissioned and enlisted, to 
exist in a manner suitable to their several positions, 
thus to be epabled to serve their country with clear 
heads and untroubled minds. This cannot, and it is not, 
being done to-day, Mr. Butler. For -when an officer of 
apy rank does net have sufficient funds to clethe a small 
family preperly, it eannot be said that such an officer is 
living in a manner suitable to his rank and his positien.

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INSTRUCTOR DETAILS AT WEST POINT. 


To ree Eprror. or tHE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Feb. 28 you published the criticism 
of an Infantry officer concerning “detail of non-graduates 
to the U.S.M.A.” I am not a graduate, not even at 
present an officer, but a mere enlisted man who has 
served for a number of years (1898-1913) as an en- 
listed man at the U.S.M.A. and who has come during his 
service in elose contact with the waerking of our great 
military school, anc further has during the war seen the 
West Point system applied at the 3d and 4th Engineer 
Training Camp, where he was on duty as supply officer. 
If the gentleman who wrote the article will stop to 
consider that every college will prefer its own graduates 

-who know the system, the course, the customs of their 
scheol—to an outsider, he would not write as he does. 

West Point i+more fortunate, as it needs only to look 
up the records of ‘ts graduates to find the man fit for the 
special subject and then ask for his detail, while the out- 
side college must consider whether or not the man will 
accept the position. Some of the officers detailed on duty 
as instructors, in taking the detail make some great gac- 
rifices, not only financial but otherwise, for does it not 
mean that the officer so detailed loses contact for four 
long years with the Army in general? If outsiders were 
detailed as instructors they would bring ideas with them 
which would be direetly opposite to West Point customs. 
They would have to be taught the system of marking, 
the system of teaching, which is quite different from that 
of the outside college. They would cause the same riot 
which the new accounting system, introduced from non- 
graduates, has caused and is stifl causing in the Army. 
The talk about “elique” is absolute rot. I know many an 
o weer at West Point who was a non-graduate, but who 
remained his four and even eight years at the Academy. 
Captain Groves, Captain Franklin, Major Arrowsmith 
now at the Academy on his second term, and even tem- 
porary officers have been detailed on duty, and one is stil] 
at that post, Majer Curtis. writer himself was 
asked if he desired to be placed on duty as assistant to 
the Quartermaster, while a captain, QA. Corps, but de- 
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as enlisted men and this would -have made it an embar- 
rassing position. So to talk about clique at the Academy 
is out of place. West Poimt has a right to select its 
instructors from its own graduates, and only the best 2re 
chosen for the place.

RETIREMENT LEGISLATION. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In view of the many old and experienced soldiers who 
have service in the Army from seven to fifteen years and 
who are leaving in great numbers,-and others as they 
become eligible who are contemplating quitting, it is 
time for the ‘‘powers that be” to take this matter into 
consideration and weigh it carefully. It is a well-known 
fact that our Army nor any other army can “carry on” 
efficiently without experienced soldiers of many years of 
training. That this was clearly demonstrated during the 
past war mo one can conscientiously dispute unless 
through jealousy towards the old geste: Army man. 
To retain this class of men, legislatién should be enacted 
by Congress towards the twenty-five year retirement, or 
legislation fixing a graded retirement for enlisted men 
(regardless of whether or net they held commissions as 
Officers during the war). If this is not done, the effect 
te the Service by the loss of these experienced men will 
be keenly felt. The Service to-day cannot very well dis- 
pense with any of these men without its being felt in 
some part of the Service in one way or another. It be- 
hooves the War Department, which is responsible for an 
efficient and effective Army, to make every effort to re- 
tain these experieneed men and raise the morale through- 
out the Service by advocating a twenty-five year retire- 
ment or graded retirement bill, which without a doubt is 
the long looked for legislatiou by the enlisted men. Leg- 
islation aleng this line I am sure will be the only rem- 
edy to retain the above class of men in the Service and 
be an inducement for new men to remain in the Serviee, 
as they would have something to leck forward to.

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NAVY'S CONDUCT OF WAR INQUIRY. 
Crass-Examination of Admiral Sims™Begins. 

Ia his cross-examination on March 22 before the sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, on 
investigation of the conduct of the Navy Department 
during the World War, Rear Admiral William S. Sims, 
U.S.N., declared that Rear Admiral William 8. Benson, 
now-chairman of the U.S. Shipping Board, and during 
hostilities Chief of Naval Operations, was the officer he 


referred to in- his Jetter of Jan. 7, 1920, who cautioned 
him “not to let the British pul] the wool over his eyes.’ 
There was no surprise @¢xpressed by the large audience 
present’on hearing this declaration to Chairman Hale’s 
question on that point, as it has-been well known in 
Washington, and especially in naval circles, that Admiral 
Benson had so advised Admiral Sims before he sailed 
for Europe in 1917 as the Depcrtment’s representative 
in London. Continuing, Admiral Sims said that it was 
one of Admira! Benson's idiosyncrasies to be somewhat 
auti-Pritish and that six months later in London he re- 
ce'ved practicaily the same advice from Admiral Benson, 


when the latter visited Europe. Admiral Sims explained 
to the committee that he believed Admiral Benson did 
pot make the statement in a spirit of illwill towards the 
British. It was evidently a relief to Senators Pittman 
and Trammell when Senator Hale without much cere- 
mony asked Admiral Sims the name of the officer who 
gave him the much-heralded admonition. The minority 
Senators, who from this point conducted most of the 
cross-examination, were not disposed to ask the “touchy 
question,” but hoped that Senators Hale, Ball or Keyes, 
the latter sueceeding to Senator McCormick’s seat, made 
vacant by his resignation, would propound the question 
to Admiral Sims. “It was made in the office of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation,” replied Admiral Sims to Mr. Hale, 
“and the man was Admiral Benson. I received no in- 
structions. He simply made the remark. Later, in Lon- 
don, he made the same statement. I was not going into 
personalities in my letter, but was reminded of the 
statement by my aid.” 

Admiral Sims digressed somewhat and proceeded to 
state that Admiral Benson had been responsible for his 
appointment as the London representative of the Depart- 
ment and that the Admiral had been criticised for plac- 
ing Admiral Sims in this command over the heads of 
many other officers. In mentioning his appointment as 
commander of the United States naval forces in Europe, 
Admiral Sims stated that his appointment was made at 
the request of Ambassador Page, who desired that a 
higher ranking officer than a rear admiral have the post, 
inasmuch. as the Allied commanders engaged in this 
work held high rank. The committee attempted to place 
responsibility for the publication of the Jan. 7 letter, 
but Admiral Sims declared that he was not responsible 
for the “leak.”’ He stated that he had always carried 
the letter on his person and, aside from a few members 
of his.staff and a civilian in’ New York at whose resi- 
dence he stopped, no one else had seen the letter. Time 
and again Chairman Hale attempted to interrupt Sena- 
tor Pittman, who, at this juncture, turned to Mr. Hale 
and said: “I knew you were going to try to stop this 
hearing this morning, but I propose to see that it con- 
tinues.” Senator Pittman questioned Admiral Sims on 
an extract of his letter from the Admiral to Secretary 
Daniels, dated London, July 16, 1917, concerning the 
policy of the United States naval co-operation in the 
war. Paragraph three of the letter was read into the 
records as follows: “The first course open to us which 
naturally oceurs to mind is that we should look upon 
our service as part of #e com Allied service, of 
which the British Grand Fleet is the main body, and all 
other Allied naval forces disposed throughout the world 
as necessary branches thereof.” Senator Pittman pre- 
sented this extract from paragraph eleven of Admiral 
Sims’s general report to the Secretary, dated Nov. 15, 
1917: “From the American point of view it appears 
necessary to accept as a fact that an increasing amount 
of American tonnage must be contributed to support the 
Allies entirely outside of the demands of our military 
and naval forces. If this is accepted, it appears that the 
extent of our military participation is wholly dependent 
on the rate of American shipbuilding and t our mili- 
tary participation must be viewed with great anixiety 
until the rate of production of new tonnage commences 
to exceed the losses. It has even been suggested that, in 
view of the present situation, a good proportion of our 
National Army could perhaps be more efficiently utilized 
in prosecution of the war by actually utilizing it as labor 
in American shipyards.” Admiral Sims said that he had 
written this report to the Secretary in an endeavor to 
ascertain what to expect in the way of transportation 
facilities. Senator Pittman read into the records a letter, 
with a memorandum attached, from Admiral Sims to 
Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly, cated Jan. 14 and Jan. 24, 
1918, respectively, and stated that both were taken from 
the Historical Section, compiled by Admiral Sims. The 
extract from Admiral Sims’s letter of Jan. 24 to Admiral 
Bayly reads: 

Admiral Sims’s Suggestion. 


You will be interested to know that the question I mentioned 
to you about the best way to utilize the man power of America 
on the western front is now up for very serious consideration. 
It has evidently been presented on the other side with very con- 
siderable force because the chief of our war staff, who has re- 
cently passed through London, and who ig a member of the 
Allied War Council, is of the opinion that we should utilize this 
man power in the way indicated in our discussion when I was 
at Queenstown; he believes that if we persist in the original 
scheme of organizing a large army based upon new ports, with 
adequate means of transportation and so forth, that our Army 
could not be made effective until 1919. The whole matter will 
come before the Allied War Council and be considered by the 
prime ministers of the countries most concerned, and doubtless 
a decision will be forthcoming before long. I don’t see how this 
decision can be anything much different from what we believe 
it should be. 

In this connection, if the decision is made as indicated above, 
it will change to a certain extent the employment of our various 
groups of destroyers. According to the General, the scheme 
would be not to proceed with the development of the facilities 
in the ports on the west coast of France, but to let m remain 
as they are, and to use these ports for the supply of the troops 
already in there and for the supply of their reinforcements, and 
te divert the tonnage which is now carrying in all equipment 
and installation for handling a big army to the bringing of 
troops in to the western ports of the British Isles in order that 
they may be passed through the British camps to the western 
front. If this is the decision it will mean that there will be few 
army convoys going into the west coast of France, and conse- 
quently that these can be handled-only by the destroyers now 
based on France, with the possible addition of a certain num- 
ber from Queenstown. On the other hand, there would be more 
troop convoys coming in either to the north or the south of 
Ireland, and provision would have to be made to escort 
additional convoys. However, this is a bridge that does not 
need to be crossed until we get to it. 

Commenting on the letter, Admiral Sims said: “I. am 
very pleased, Senator Pittman, that yn produced that 
letter. It was very good of you and I am __ ‘ou did, 
The ‘Chief of War Staff refers to Gen. Tasker a Bliss, 





with whom I had some discussion on policies.” The Ad- 
miral added that many of the ideas discussed, such as 
brigading American troops with the Allies and the 
transportation of troops overseas, had been adopted. 
Senator Pittman next read the memorandum dated Jan. 
14, 1918, the text of which is as follows: 

There was a small dinner last night at which were present 
Balfour, Cecil and Reading, and the host, a very important per- 
son. There was also present another man who holds somewhat 
radical views as to the most efficient way to employ America’s 
man power on the western front, instead of organizing a sepa- 
rate Army with its own lines of communication and supply. The 
gentlemen above mentioned were greatly interested in the ex- 
pression of these views and highly approved’ of them, and the 
discussion turned upon the. means to be employed to realize 
them. During the discussion the following facts were brought 
out: First: This proposition was presented by the House Mission 
upon its retyrn home. Second: The President asked Pershing 
for his views as to the advisability of the scheme and, in case 
he did not approve of it, to state why he did not approve. 
Third: General Robertson went to France to discuss the matter 
with Pershing, and came back “much disappointed.” 

Manifestly, the pressure_in favor of the scheme is increasing. 
It is becoming apparent that the bulk of the tonnage assigned 
to transport the Army is being used to bring over the material 
to create the facilities for handling and supplying a projected 
army so large that it can probably never be landed in France— 
at least mot in time to get into the game. It is believed that the 
pressure is now, or soon will be, such as to endanger the posi- 
tions of those who continue to oppose the scheme. It is of 
course desirable to increase this pressure as soon and as much 
as possible. The reasons in favor of the scheme are so plain 
and simple as to be readily understood by the man on the street. 
The reasons opposed to it are purely sentimental—national and 
state pride, and ambition for personal distinction. There is no 
sound military reason against it. Therefore it is of the first 
importance that this matter be clearly explained to the man on 
the street. It is up to you and the men of your cloth. 


Heated Colloquy Over Letter. 


The reading of this letter created a profound impres- 
sion upon the assemblage. On the completion of his read- 
ing Senator Pittman asked: “Admiral Sims, who wrote 
that?” In turn the Admiral questioned the Senator as 
from where it originated. “This memorandum was at- 
tached to your letter of Jan. 24, Admiral,” said Senator 
Pittman, “and I desire to know for the committee its 
source.” Admiral Sims for grag to state that the letter 
and memorandum intended to show the general trend of 
plans at that time. Senator Pittman instantly inter- 
rupted Admiral Sims and charged: “This was an effort 
of the British to prepare propaganda against General 
Pershing ; an attempt to ‘get’ Pershing, and what I want 
to know is, who was its author?’ Admiral Sims strongly 
objected to calling it “British propaganda.” Senator 
Pittman declared that it was nothing else but “British 
propaganda to ‘get’ Pershing.” this juncture the 
Admiral’s secretary leaned towards Admiral Sims and 
said: “I think the memorandum came from Dr. Page.” 
Admiral Sims mentioned the name of Ambassador 
Walter H. Page, and Senator Pittman further sought 
from the Admiral the name of the author. “It came 
from your personal file,” asserted Senator Pittman ;

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GENERAL BLISS DENIES SIMS’S STATEMENT. 
Brigading American Troops Not Advocated by Him. 


As a result of the statements made by Rear Admiral 
William S. Sims, U.S.N., regarding the brigading of 
American troops with the Allies armies, which he dis- 
cussed with Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss—statements Ad- 
miral Sims made March 22 before the Senate sub-commit- 
tee that is investigating the Navy’s conduct of the war— 
General Bliss wrote a letter to Secretary of War Baker 
on the following day, which was made public by Mr. 
Baker when he sent a copy of General Bliss’s letter to 
Seeretary of the Navy Daniels on March 23. In the 
accompanying letter to Mr. Daniels Secretary Baker 


wrote: . 

In to-day’s edition of the Washington Post i noted a com- 
ment attributed to Admiral Sims with regard to the “brigading” 
of American forces with units of the British and French armies, 
in which certain views are attributed to General Bliss. 
leave to hand you herewith a full exposition ef the attitude of 
General Bliss on this subject, prepared by him for my informa- 
tion. In addition to what meral Bliss says in his own letter, 
I have tae honor te add that the original letter under which 
General Pershing proceeded to Europe and assumed command 
of the A.E.F. was drawn by General Bliss and submitted to me 
for approval. I attach a copy of that order and ask attention to 
paragraph five ihereof, in which the policy of maintaining the 
separate and distinct identity of the forces of the United States 
was laid down. This policy, comprising as it did part of the 
original orders to General Pershing, the direct approval of 
the President and was never departed from by the War Depart 
ment or by General Pershing, except to the extent indicated in 
General Bliss’s letter, w to meet a pressing emergency a 
temporary association of lesser American units with British and 
French unite was authorized. : 

I do not know whether this letter of mine; the orders te Gen- 
eral Pershing, and General Bliss'’s letter can properly be ten- 
dered to the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs for admission 
to the record in the inquiry they are now making, but if it can 
be done I would be glad to have the record thus made complete 
en this important subject. . 

Secretary Daniels at once forwarded the copies of the 
original order to General Pershing, already printed in 
full in these columns, the letters of General Bliss and of 
Secretary Baker to Chairman Hale of the sub-committee 
making the investigation inte the conduct of the Navy, 
and the documents were placed in the record on March 
24, General Bliss’s letter, which was dated Office of the 
Chief of Staff, March 23, 1920, reads: 

Dear Mr. Secretary: : ; 

My attention has beon called to a paragraph in to-day’s edi- 
tion of the Washington Post with reference to yesterday's hear- 
ing of Admiral Sims before a Senate committee. This para- 
graph is as follows: : 

“Senator Pittman then read from an unsigned document taken 
from Admiral Sims’s files, urging that American troops passing 
through Great Britain be brigaded with the British forces. The 
Senator said this was British propaganda, ‘to be used against 
Pershing’s effort to establish a separate American army.’ ‘It was 
not written by me,’ said Admiral Sims, ‘and I object to your 
calling it propaganda. It is pretty good military reasoning, and 
what, Bliss recommended.’ ” “ 

No dates are indicated and,therefore, I do not know to what 
period of the war the statement of Admiral Sims relates, but the 
following are the facts. I have a carbon copy of every communi- 
cation, of whatsoever kind, written by me to or from any person 
whatsoever, from the time of our entry into the war and on 
any subject relating to the war. Not only at no time did I make 
any recommendation for the brigading of American troops with 
the British army, but the truth is exactly the reverse. The only 
times that I ever came in contact with Admiral Sims in Europe 
were while I was with the American Mission (the so-called 
House Mission) in London between the 8th and 22d of Novem-

Brig. Gen. Charles Bird, U.S.A., retired, who had @ 
distinguished service in the Civil War in campaigns with 
the Army of the Potomac, died at Brooklyn, N.Y., 
March 22, 1920, in the Hamilton Hospital, after a five 
days’ illness of cerebral embolism. He was born in 
Wilmington, of a Colonial family, in 1833, and served 
throughout the Civil War as a lieutenant, captain and 
lieutenant colonel in a regiment of Delaware Infantry 
and as a colonel of the Ist U.S. Veteran Volunteer In- 
fantry.

Death of Capt. Owen HF. O'Neil, U.S.M.C. 


In the death of Capt. Owen E. O'Neil, U.S.M.C., which 
occurred March 17, the Service lost an officer of unusual 
ability and promise. His brief Service career consisted 
mainly of duty in Hai‘ as an officer of the Gendarmerie 
d’Haiti, the instrument with which the Marine Corps has 
effected such a wonderful reconstruction of this hitherto 
chaotic country. Going to Haiti shortly after graduation 
at Annapolis, his first assignment was that of Chief of 
the Capital’ Police during the period of its reorganiza- 
tion. He was then detailed to command the Gendarmerie 
Districts of Petit Goave and Jacmel. 

Shortly after arriving at Jaecmel, the construction of 
a national highway between that town and Port au Prince 
was proposed. Badly needed as was this road, the idea 
of building it across the difficult terrain with the small 
funds and simple equipment available was considered 
quite impracticable by all Haitiens and by not a few 
others. Under the inspiration of the dynamic General 
Butler and through the persistence of his successor, Col. 
A. S. Williams, the work was, however, undertaken. 
On Captain O’Neil devolved the direction of the gigantic 
task, and during five months, in the relentless tropical 
sun, Captain O’Neil and his assistants, in charge of a 
thousand black campagnards, toiled, and produced what 
is considered the best constructed roadway of the several 
hundred miles the Marines built in Haiti. 

At the end of this time he was ordered back to Port 
au Prince to organize and conduct the Gendarmerie Offi- 
cers’ School. For this school he evolved the curriculum, 
alone taught all of the eight or nine. subjects and carried 
through, in a highly successful manner, two classes to 
graduation. While in Port au Prince he again was given 
command of the Gendarmerie Police of the city and at 
intervals, during the uprisings of the Cacos, was detailed 
to various missions in the field. I noted that whenever 
O’Neil was detailed on a difficult mission, headquarters 
felt that he would accomplish it if accomplishment was 
possible. , 

He was a keen student and loved his profession. Neg- 
lecting no part of it, he would burn midnight oil over 
any subject he happened to be reviewing. The direct- 
ness and calmness with whicli he addressed himself to 
any task was an inspiration. Work never bluffed him. 
He was withal a most loyal friend and his friendship 
was never shaken by any criticism of him to whom it 
was extended. One is aware of the seeming fatuity of 
praise for the departed. but I know that everyone who 
did know Gene O’Neil will agree with the oft heard com- 
ment of his home town. “He was as clean a cut lad as 


I ever knew.’

SPIRIT OF THE NEW ARMY. 
Secrelery Baker Urges Officers te Adopt it. 

Under date of March 16 Secretary Baker sent the fol- 
lowing memorandum to the Chief of Staff concerning the 
pew Army. This is issued to the Service in Circular 113, 
March 22. Addressed “My dear General March,” the 
memorandum reads in its essential parts: 

“From reports reaching me, I understand that there 
are still numbers of Army officers who are not thor- 
oughly imbued with the spirit of the new Army. This 
spirit must be manifested in good works from the highest 
officer to the lowest and I desire that it be impressed on 
everyone that it is his duty to bring that spirit into play 
not only when the occasion ts itself, but to go out 
among civilians and make occasions to tell about the new 
Army that will enable the Service to reap the benefits 
that should accrue from such contact, such benefits being 
the greater, the higher the position, reputation and ex- 
perience of the officer concerned. It is an axiom that no 
man can pe another to believe a thing which he 
himself does not believe. Army officers must first know 
what the new Army is and believe in what the new Army 
ean do before they can be of maximum value to the new 
Army. Commandi officers must ‘sell’ the new Army 
first to themselves, then to their commands and lastly to 
the community in or near which they are 

“There is no place for obstructionists in the Army. 
Those of us who are charged with the responsibility of 

ng the Army into closer communication with the 

of the country realize that the very salvation of 

the Army depends on a properly ce-ordinated develop- 

ment of the educational, vocational, recreational, and 

character-building. system with our system of military 

training. It can be said with absolute truth and sin- 

cerity that the popular response to this new spirit from 

those in civil life who have been made acquainted with 

it is unprecedented in its warmth and encouragement. It 

be unpardonably stupid of the Army not to use 

every means to spread this idea. The Army, to drop into 

the vernacular, ‘bas the goods’ and it must find a cer- 
tain and thorough method of displaying them.” 


Army Itself Must Do the Work. 


Secretary Baker then gives a résumé of what has been 
done by the War Department to establish contact with 
the governors of all the states of the Union, with the 
Adjutants General, with college presidents, heads of pa- 
triotic, business and civic o izations, and cle en. 
He adds on this point: “All agencies are g to 
go to any length to foster and popularize the ideals of 
the new Army. But they want to know where to throw 
the vast weight of their influence. Al! officers must aid 
in this important work.” The memorandum then con- 
tinues : 

“The educational and voeational system now in opera- 
tion throughout the Army, the elementary, secondary and 
trade schools which have been established and the actual 
results which have been already obtained must be brought 
forcibly to the attention of the entire country. While 
other agencies may contribute a large share in the task 
of disseminating this information it is certain that, in 
the last aralysis, the Army itself must do the greater 
part of the work. The Army is committed to the plan 
and the first results have been such as to bear out the 
most sanguine predictions as to its ultimate value both 
te the nation and to the Army. Cordial and personal re- 
lations primarily by commanding officers but secondarily 
by all officers of whatever grade and on whateversjuty 
should be established with the governor of the state, the 
mayors of the cities and the municipal officials, with 
clergymen, school heads, business men and with the vari- 
ous civic, patriotic and fraternal organizations. Each of 

agencies should be made an active, working force 
for the upbuilding of the Army and each of these agencies 
is willing to become such a force if and when the lasting 
benefit of the Army’s plan is properly presented to them. 

“The educational, vocational, recreational and charac- 
ter-building system is not a temporary one. It has been 
designed to form a permanent and essential element in 
the new Army. We must have faith in ourselves be- 
fore we can hope to secure the confidence and enthusi- 
astic support of our civilian friends who stand now 
ready and willing to belp us in our patriotic endeavors 


to make the new Army a vital part of the national or- 
ganism. ‘I wish you would direct the Army to read this 
letter carefully and think deeply over what I consider 
one of the most important subjects connected with the 
best interests of the Service.”

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


More Continuous Service Decisions. 

A man who enlists in the Army within three months 
after his honorable discharge from a continuous service 
of four years as a private in the Marine Corps under an 
enlistment made on or after Nov. 1, ry ee up on 
such enlistment in the Army the thread of his en- 
listment period with one year served thereon, and is en- 
titled to three months’ extra pay at the rate of pay he 
was entitled to receive at the time he completed three 
years of service in the Marine Corps. So as con- 
tinuous-service pay and the three months’ extra pay for 
the first reenlistment are concerned, the Comptroller 
states, he should be treated in the same manner as if his 
prior service had been in the Army. 

A soldier honorably discharged from the Army who 
enlists in the"“Marine Corps within the prescribed time is 
entitled to the same additional pay that he would be en- 
titled to if his re-enlistment had been of like grade in the 
Infantry of the Army. 

Payment of the three months’ extra being depend- 
ent upon three years’ continuous se , an eon 
discharge and a re-enlistment, a soldier who holds the 
grade of private, musician or trumpeter on the day he 
completes the three years of servi¢s and is honorably 
discharged and re-enlisted prior to, on, or after that date, 





is entitled to three months’ extra pay at the rate of pay. 
he was entitled to-receive when he completed the three 
years. 7 

An enlisted man of the Army (excepting those de- 
seribed in the joint resolution approved Sept. 29, 1919, 
as having enlisted in the Regular Army prior to April 2, 
1917, and accepted or may accept their discharge from 
such enlistment in order to re-enlist under the terms of 
the act of Feb. 28, 1919), discharged before the expira- 
tion of his enlistment on his own application or with his 
consent for the purpose of enabling him to re-enlist is 
not entitled to travel pay. A soldier discharged prior 
to the termination of the period for which he enlisted for 
the purpose of continuing in the military service in a 
different capacity is not discharged from the Service 
within the meaving of the travel-pay law.

ANNUAL REPORT OF Q.M. GENERAL. 


The annual report of Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, 
U.38.A., Quartermaster General of the Army, for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, and dated Oct. 14, 1919, 
was made public on March 23, 1920.

This he 
dees by brief references to conditions as they existed in 
the office of the Q.M. General on April 6, 1917; gives a 
description of the field offices of the corps on that date, 
their ization and duties; refers to the Council of 
National Defense; the removal of .functions from the 
corps; the growth of the supplies division and also of 
the stcrage and requirements ideas; changes in the field 
system; the beginning of staff supervision and the pas- 
sage of the yy act by virtue of which the General 
Staff came to have complete.controt of supplies and the 
office of Director of Purchase and Storage which was 
erected on the foundation of the Q.M.C. 

Part Two of the report covers the period Jan. 26, 
1918, to Aug. 26, 1918. Under various headings are 
discussed the subject of civilian executives who were 
brought. into the Army supply organization after the en- 
trance of the United States inte the World War; the 
first comprehensive working expression of the new ideas 
and functions of the Q.M.C. as it commenced with the 
reorganization of Jan. 26, 1918; the staff supervisory 
relationship; other outside con i ; the new re 
organization of the office of the Q.M. General, which was 
on April 16, 1918, the same date as the creation of the 
Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division; the Motor 
Transport Service; Finance and Accounts; the reorgan- 
ization of June 14, 1918, following the creation of new 
divisions and offices on that date; the centralization of 
Q.M. field functions prior to May 13, 1918; the estab- 
lishment of the zone system on 13, 1918, and the 
tentative plan for a consolidated service of supply. 
Part Three includes a reference to the new lines of con- 
trol; final ehanges in the office of the Q.M. General; the 
foundation of the office of the Director of Purchase and 
Storage, the development of the work of that office and 
also its establishment and organization as wel) as the 
purchase and storage divisions of the office, port storage, 
the purchase and storage zones of supply operations and 
the effects of the armistice, “which meant that the Army 
would not grew any larger and would rapidly grow 
much smaller.” Under the heading “Operations” is in- 
cluded a review of the general inistrative work of 
the office of the Director of Purchase and Storage, which 
is very comprehensive and considers the various subjects 
in detail. 

Referring to the commissioned personnel of the corps 
the report shows that on July 1, 1918, it numbered §, 
which number increased steadily, reaching its high 
point, 13,949, during November, 1918. “The demand 
for officers was always greater than the supply,” says 
the report. Qn June 30, 1918, the enlisted strength 
of the corps was 153,052, the number of enlisted men 
——- the peak on September 15, 1918, when it 
was 714. When the armistice was signed the num- 
ber was 216,986. 'The decrease between September and 
November, 1918, was due to the Moter Transport Corps 
being set up as a separate organization, all the Q.M.C. 
personnel that operated motor vehicles, numbering 2,231 
commissioned officers and 61,643 enlisted men, being 
transferred to it. Of commissioned officers of the corps 
serving with the A.E.F. there were on July 1, 
1919, and in the U.S. on the same date $3,880. The an- 
thorized strength of the commissioned personne! of the 
corps during the emergency was 19,949, while on July 1, 
3919, it was 71,310. The enlisted strength on June 30, 
1919, was 69,776. An appendix to the report contains 
several charts and an index.

PROGRESS OF SERVICE PAY BILLS. 
Only Nevel Committee Conferees from House. 

In the House on March 19 there was much discussion 
on the subject of a rule granting 2 conference on the 
Navy and Coast Guard pay bill (H.R. 11927) and em- 
powering the Speaker to name the conferees. Opposition 
te appointment of a mixed military and naval conference 
committee from the House was sustained, and only Naval 
Committee members were named by the House as its 
conferees, notwithstanding the Senate conferees are 
from its two Service committees. Congressman Crage 
objected to the proceedings of the House leader in 
proposing to name House conferees from the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs alone, thereby preclud- 
ing the military services from an increase in pay. He 
urged that the Committee on Military Affairs should 
also be represented on conference committee. He as- 
serted that it was “just as important that the commis- 
sioned and enlisted personnel of the Army should have 
some increase at this time as it is that the lower officers 
and the enlisted personnel of the Navy shall have some 
increase. Congressman Pell, in praising the officers and 
men of the Navy, said: “‘There is a general feeling among 
the American people, which is unfortunate, that you cam 
take almost any man and tie a sword on him ana he be- 
comes amply able to command a regiment, but there is 
pot that idea concerning the Navy.” 

Congressman. Harrison asked if “the same thing can 
not be said about the officers of the Army,” to which Mr. 
Pell replied that this was “absolutely true,” whereupon 
Mr. Harrison inquired, “Why draw a distinction be 
tween the Navy and the Army?’ Mr. Pell agreed that 
“the distinction should not be made. The Army is in 
the same condition. Every person here who has known 
officers of either the Army or the Navy intimately realizes 
that those officers are to-day making very serious saeri- 
fices for the good of the country; that they would be ia 
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almost every case able to get very much: larger” pay~ than 
they are now receiving,. and they would: be able to: live 
better.

Mr. Crago repeated his inquiry, if it were not possible 
to have the rule so amended that both committees from 
the House could be represented, as they are _repre- 
sented in the Senate. He asked Congressman Butler, 
chairman. of the Committee om Naval Affairs, if he would 
agree to the suggestion. Mr. Butler replied, “I will say, 
positively no, because I was instructed by my committee 
to say no.’ 

Congressman Olney. asked, 
Pennsylvania” |Mr. Crago] “believe that if we do not 
defeat this resolution, then, under the circumstances, the 
officers’ pay bill will be» practically shelved; and that 
while the enlisted men and the non-commissioned officers 
will be taken care of there will be nothing done during 
this session to increase the pay of officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Public Health Service?’ to 
which Mr. Crago replied that “only the non-commissioned 
officers of the Navy will be takem care of.’ He added 
that his committee had started consideration of a com- 
bination bill providing an increase for all branches of 
the Service, with the approval of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, and some leaders of the House represented 
to the Committee on Military Affairs that representa- 
tives of the Committee om Naval Affairs would-agree 
practically to a bill which was reported from: the Com- 
mittee om Military Affairs. “There: is nothing: to pre 
vent our presenting such a bill, but. there. is something 
to prevent its consideration,” he. said They are trying 
to get the advantage of slipping this through because 
they think that then there weuld be no disposition to do 
anything for the Army, and IT do not believe there’ would.” 
He added that his. committee had: “spent one hour with 
the so-called Republican steering committee trying to 
show them that it was. absolutely; —T to do some- 
thing to increase. the pay of the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, and did not: succeed.” 

A vote being taken, the House agreed:to the conference 
asked for by the Senate. These conferees were an- 
nounced: Congressmen: Butler, Browning, P: H. Kelley, 
Padgett and Riordan, all Naval Committee members. 


New Delay in Conferences. 


There have been many reports as to the attitude of 
the House conferees during the week, some going so 
as to state that they had come to a “gentleman's: agree- 
ment” to oppose the consideration: of pay increases for 
any Service but the Navy. It was learned on March 24 
that the House conferees: have no such intention, but will 
cansider every question in = propoged legislation as it 
relates to all the Services. Conferenees: may be further 
postponed, however, owing to the suddem death of Rep- 
resentative Browning, of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, who was one of the conferees. In view of the 
fact that the Howse Committee on Military Affairs has 
no representative in the conference, it was. hoped that 
the Rules Committee might relax and allow the Speaker 
to namé a member of the Committee om Military Aft 
fairs to fill ‘the vacancy caused by, the death of Mr. 
Browning. 

The conferees on the part of the Senate are confident 
that an adjustment of pay-bill differences: is attainable 
and that a compromise measure will emerge which will 
tend in large measure to abate the distress: which is: fore- 
ing officers and enlisted men out of the Services im their 
search for relief from impoverishment. Throughout the 
consideration of the matter by committees and by Con- 
gress, the Army and Navy interests have beem in “charge 
of these officers, Col. Edward L. Munson, U.S:A., Chief 
of Morale Branch, General Staff; Col. Robert C. Rich- 
ardson, ir.. U.S:A., of War Plans Division, General 
Staff, and Rear Admiral Thomas J. Cowie; U.S.N., al- 
lotment’ officer; Navy Department.

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LAUNCH OF THE U.S.8S. MARYLAND. 


The U.S. battleship Maryland, of 32,600 tons. normal 
displacement, was. launched at Norfolk, Va., Mareh 20, 
1920. She is between eighty and ninety per cent. com- 
pleted, and was christened with a bottle of champagne by 
Mrs. E. B. Lee, wife of the Controller of Mary- 
land. Mrs. Daniels, wife of the Seeretary of the Navy, 
Mrs. Harris Franklin and Mrs. Henry Vandew Cabell 
were Mrs. Lee’s: matrons of honor. Followimg the launeh- 
ing the: officials and their wives, with guests, Navy offi- 
cers and civilians of the roads ports, were the guests of 
Secretary Daniels at luncheon on the U.S.S. Mayflower. 

The Maryland ranks among the most powerful war- 
ships. in the world, if not the nrost powerful of her class. 
She-is the fourth electrically propelled battleship of the 
U.S.. Navy: The Maryland is electrical throughout, and 
her propulsion equipment was designed and manufae- 
tured im the —_ of the General Electric Company. at 
Schenectady, N.Y. Four electrie motors twelve feet in 
diameter, weighing sixty-two toms and producing 7,000 
horsepower each, drive. the-propellers. The current is 
obtained fone two turbo generator units driven by steam 
from nine oil-heated boilers placed in three separate 
compartments of the ship. Approximately 28,000 horse- 
power is thus available for propulsion purpeses; or 
enough to supply power to a city of 100,000 population 

Steam from the boilers. under pressure of 250 pounds 
to the square inch expands into a Curtis turbine and re- 
volves. the turbine blades at high speed. This turbine is 
directly connected. to a. generator whieli produces electric 
current. Through copper eables this current is then led 
to a control. board, where it is measured and passed on 
to: the- motors: which drive the propeliers of the vessel. 
A portion of the steam produced in the ship’s beilers: is 
diverted to six auxiliary turbo-generator. sets, which 
create additional energy for: the operation of many other 





-electrie features of interest. These auxiliary generating 


units for instance will supply the vessel’s lighting, oper- 
ate fans and blowers, pumps, rum the electric bakery, 
drive the machine tools used in the foundry, carpenter 
shop and maehine shep; -operate t electrie laundry 
equipment, assist in loading the big guns, raise and lower 
the lifeboats by means of beat cranes; and hoist and 
lower the ship’s great anchors. Electricity will also be 
used in producing ice, distilling fresh water from the 
salt sea water, for the use of the erew, and to furnisli 
the: boilers with fresh water. Among other auxiliary 
uses- of electricity om the Maryland may be mentioned 
searchlights, amurfinitiow hoists, electric cooking utensils, 
telepliones and intercommunication systems, — 
compasses, steering. gear apparatus (the ship will be 
steered electrically), motors for revolving gun turrets, 
air compressors, and many other devices making the 
Maryland an electric ship mdeed. 

‘The Maryland has a total fuel capacity of about 
1,000,000 gallons of oil. She will be the first vessel of 
the U.S. Navy to mount 16-ineh guns, of which she will 
carry eight; in four turrets om the center line of the 
ship, two- turrets being located forward and two aft. The 
Maryland was originally designed: to. carry 12-inch guns, 
but it was decided later to inerease the caliber, as: a re- 
sult.of the war experience. She will have a full load dis- 
placement of 33,590 tons. Her lIengtly over all is 624 
feet, her breadth on load water line is. nimety-seven. feet 
three and one-half inches, and her mean is thirty 
feet: Her trial displacement: is estimated at 32,000. tons, 
and estimated speed is twenty-one knots; The Mary- 
land’s complement will be forty-eight officers, thirteen 
warrant officers, sixty chief petty officers and 1,430 men, 
a total of 1,551. The keel of the Maryland was laid 
April 24, 1917.

Enlisted Men Furloughed to Reserve. 


Since Jan.@l, 28,038 enlisted men of the Regular Army 
have been furloughed to the Reserve, according to data 
compiled in The Adjutant. General’s office. Losses by 
discharge or death up to Feb. 29 were 1,170, leaving a 
total on reserve as of Feb. 29, 26,868. During February 
2.344 were furloughed. The furloughs were distributed 
as follows: Infantry, 11,940; Coast Artillrey Corps, 
4,709; Quartermaster. Corps, 2,881; Field Artillery, 
2,215; Cavalry, 1,806; Medical Department, 1,470; Mo- 
tor Transport Corps, 970; Corps of Engineers, 585; Air 
Service; 453; Signal’ Corps, 347; Ordnance Department, 
$21; Ammunition Trains, 230; Tank Corps, 94; Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service, 14; J.A.G. Department, 3. 

Enlistments During Recruiting Drive. 

In the present Army recruiting drive 14,150 enlist- 
ments had been obtained to March 12. In addition 2,460 
enlistments were obtained at camps, making the total of 
16,610 to that date. 

Tests of Trailmobdiles at Fort Myer. 

Tests were instituted at Fort Myer, Va., on March 20 
of trailmobiles, comprising rolling kitchens, water carts, 
combat wagons, escort wagons. These tests have in view 
the adaptation of all Army animal-drawn transportation 
so as to trail behind motor vehicles. The tests will be 
completed about April 1, when the recommendations of 
the board of officers conducting the trials will be filed 
with the War Department. 

Panama Detachment Centered at Fort Slocum. 

Orders were issued by the War Department on March 
22 directing that the use of Jackson Barracks, La., for 
the Panama Canal Detac t be discontinued. Here- 
after all men enlisted for service in the Panama Canal 
Department, and all men awaiting transfer to Panama or 
Porto Rico from the United States, will be sent to the 
Panama Canal Detachment, Fort Slocum, N-Y. 


Gas Masks in Regular Equipment. 

Circular 337, W.D., 1919, has been ordered revised to 
direct the issue of one American Tissot-type mask, or a 
mask of later type, to each officer and enlisted man of 
the Regufar Army, which will be a part of his regular 
equipment. The War Department desires that a total 
of 400,000 American 1919 or later type gas be pro- 
vided in time of peace, these to serve as an initial re- 
quirement for use in time of war, and that this number 
be replaced at the rate of one-third per year to provide 
for peace-time requirements and keep up the initial sup- 
ply of serviceable material. It is also intended to keep 
the old-type masks with nose clip and mouthpiece as a 
reserve so long as serviceable. 


Steel Helmets Issue for Regular Army 

The War Department has approved the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief of Ordnance that authority be granted 
to issue to all combatant organizations of ‘the Regular 
Army, upon requisition, all their authorized allowance of 
steel helmets, which are to be held in storage at their 
respective statiohs. The issue will be from the 600,000 
helmets which. the Ordnance Department has been di- 
rected to retain. Issues of steel helmets of the present 
model may be made to the National Guard, also from the 
600,000 retained by the Ordnance Department.

BLOCK IN SERVICE PAY LEGISLATION. 





It is not easy to fathom the motives behind the action 
of the House of Representatives on March 19, as told 
in detail on pages 908-9, when Chairman Butler of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs positively refused to 
have the rule amended so that the Military Committee 
might be represented in the conference with the Senate 
conferees on pay legislation. he introduction by Mr. 
Snell on that day of a-resolution te send the amended 
Kelley bill to conference resulted in some passages of 
legislative fencing that might have been considered yery 
clever if the tragedy of the deferred hopes of Army and 
Navy officers and men over the pay increase bills was not 
so pressing outside the walls of the Capitol. 1 net 
sult of this interchange was that a conference co ttee 
was appointed made up solely of members of the H » 
Committee on Naval Affairs, the Committee on Milit: 
Affairs not being represented. As this seems to h: 
been the primary purpose of Mr. Mon a i

To scrutinize the conduct of the majority lead in the 


House is to wonder as to the reasons he finds to justify 
his legislative speeches and actions. - He argued, during 
this discussion over the rule we have just alluded to, that 
Mr. Crago was endeavoring to have the House take up 
the Wadsworth pay bill “because in the Senate there were 
placed on the bill certain amendments not in the juris- 
diction of the committee that reported the legislation in 
the House.” He declared the House would get itself 
“into a fine pickle” if it “started in doing that sort of 


thing” and implied that Mr. Crago was afraid to ask for 


unanimous consent (one method of sending the bill to 
conference without a rule) because “the gentleman evi- 
dently believes a number of gentlemen in the House 
would refuse unanimous consent.” This would seem te 


indicate that Mr. Mondell was very certain of tlie tem- 
per of the House toward the pay bills. Does the House 
of Representafives seriously propose to consider only a 
bill which would give pay increases to the warrant officers 
and énlisted men of the Navy and leave the commissioned 
officers of the Navy and the entire personnel of the Army 
without the benefits of such legislation? Since the vote 
of the House on passing the Kelley bill was 300 to 11 
there may be some justification for Mr. Mondell’s seem- 
ing assurance. But we refuse to believe that this body 
of legislators should persist in so monstrously unjust a 
course of action. 

The argument has been advanced, in support of the 
Kelley bill, that its passage is neceSsary because without 
such increases of pay is it proposes for the warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Navy cannot maintain its 
supply of warrant officer specialists anJ a sufficient num- 
ber of enlisted men to keep the fleets in commission. It 
should be equally plain to the members of the House that 
unletss the pay of the commissioned personnel is raised 
to the terms provided in the Wadsworth bill the commis- 
sioned personnel cannot be maintained at a proper pro 
portionate strength. And without the officer personnel 
how would the ships of the Navy and its various staff 
corps be kept up to working strength? During the course 
of the debate on the passage of this rule Mr. Pell summed 
up the situation of the commissioned personnel when he 
said: 

“Every person here who has known officers of either 
the Army or the Navy intimately realizes that those offi- 
cers are to-day making very serious sacrifices for the good 
of their country; that they would be in almost every case 
able to get very much larger pay than they are now re 
ceiving, and they would be able to live better. The con- 
dition is becoming more than that of mere sacrifice. It 
is becoming a condition of martyrdom. Now, to allow 
these men to go and to replace them with others as we 
need them quickly would mean that the organization » 
which has been built up for more than a hundred years 
would be shattered. You cannot extemporize institu- 
tions. You cannot extemporize an organized body. You 
can gather the individuals, you can teach them, but you 
do not get that greatest thing of all, the loyalty of the 
individual to his organization and to his group. I trust 
that in the near future we are to have a long peace, and 
that will mean very slow promotions. It will mean the 
slow rise of all these officers. Unless we treat them gen- 
erously we will not be able to get the type of men that 
we want. Now, we have been accustomed in the past 
to draw our officers from the very best types of young 
men, of the highest intelligence, the best ideals, and the 
noblest characters. I believe we should continue to de 
so.” 

Necessary economy in making appropriations is Mz 
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Mondell’s avowed reason for his determined efforts to 
prevent the enactment of Service pay legislation. This 
is very commendable in view of the threatened deficit 
facing the Government. But why does he confine his 
efforts at economy solely to the officers and men of the 
Military Establishment? This is the only effort at econ- 
omy we have beer able to discover as coming from him. 
Possibly the New York World answers this question of 
ours best in the course of an editorial on “Shooting Up 
the Army and Navy” when it says: “The House is so 
busy with bonus projects for the. great fighting forces 
which are already disbanded and getting this high civ- 
ilian pay that no time is left for the fegular Establish- 
ment on which the whole actual and potential military 
power of the Republic rests. ‘The demobilized fighting 
forces of the great war have many votes and propose to 
cast them’in the coming elections. The Regulars bave 
few votes, and those are scattered and inactive. Is this 
the explanation of a neglect threatening Army and Navy 
with complete demoralization?” 

Secretary Baker has deemed it necessary to issue dur- 
ing the past week a memorandum to the Service concern- 
ing “the spirit of the new Army.” Jn the course of this 
memorandum which is addressed to General March, Mr. 
Baker says: “From reports reaching me I understand 


that there are still numbers of Army officers who are not 
thoroughly imbued with the spirit of the new Army,” 
and he declares that ‘“‘there is no place for obstruction- 
ists in the Army.” At a time like this when everyone 
within the Army is suffering hardships and the additional 
burden of an overpowering weight of injustice such a re- 
proof as this administered by Mr. Baker in his mem- 
orandum seems unfair and ill-timed. It is outside the 
“new Army” that its spirit is not understood; it is out- 
side the “new Army” that obstructionists to its spirit 


are to be found. Until Congress realizes that it does not 
understand the spirit of the new Army and that it is 
the chief “obstructionist” to the proper development the 
spirit of the new Army will not come to its full develop- 
ment. The United States would never have reached its 
present place in the world if its laboring men had been 
paid only half a day’s wages for a day's work. Yet that 
is the condition facing the Army and Navy to-day. The 
country and Congress must awaken to “the spirit of the 
new Army” and cease being the real “obstructionists” to 
the proper development of that spirit.

NAVY’S ENLISTED PERSONNEL. 
Prospect of Many Discharges This Summer. 

Just what the U.S. Navy is facing-in the’ way of a 
personnel problem is shown by the following figures, this 
problem being made all the more difficult of solution by 
the unsettled condition of pay increase legislation. Of 
the 66,111 men in the seagoing force of the Navy at the 
present time, the distribution is as follows:

The remainder of the seagoing force, 8,146, is dis- 
tributed among the ships of the Asiatic Fleet and those 
operating in European waters, which are practically up 
to required strength. 

The present plans of the Navy Department call for 
106,965 men for the seagoing force. The difference be- 
tween this figure and the authorized strength is made up 
of men under training, men to train this personnel, men 
at trade schools, prisoners, the sick and their attendants 
in hospitals, the aviation force (and practically the en- 
tire force is engaged on shore as the Navy is still short 
of airplane carriers), and men in the recruiting service. 
The enlisted persennel of the Navy, in round numbers to 
date totals 101,000, of whom 75,000 men enlisted during 
1919 and since January 1 last. Of these 75,000, eighty- 
five per cent. enlisted for two years, and seventy per cent. 
of this personnel is composed of boys under nineteen 
years old who had no previous military training when 
enlisted in the Navy. The remaining 26,000 men are 
made up of about 18,000 who extended for one year 
their duration-of-war enlistments or transferred from the 
Reserve Force to the Regular Navy, and 8,000 who en- 
listed in 1916 for four years and the majority of these 
enlistments expire in July and August, 1920. Thus this 
complement of 26,000 which embraces the Navy’s entire 
trained force of enlisted men, may be discharged by next 
summer. This will leave for manning the seagoing ships 
of the Navy 75,000 men serving first enlistments. 


Inerease of Desertions. 


As to indications of dissatisfaction among the enlisted 
personnel in the Navy, the Department is now receiving 
an average of nearly thirty applications a day for: dis- 
charge or indefinite furlough onthe ground of depend- 
ency. In the last six months of 1919 there was a total 
of 4,666 desertions, and of these 1,057 were men beyond 
the recruit stage, of which sixty were chief petty offi- 
cers. In January, 1920, there were 898 desertions, in- 
cluding 227 petty officers and thirteen chief petty officers. 
In February, 1920, the desertions totaled 765, including 
204 petty officers and seven chief petty officers. 

It is the opinion of Navy officers that desertions since 
the first of the year would have been still greater had it 
mot been that the major part of the Atlantic Fleet went 
to sea on Jan. 8. The increase of desertions since the 
dose of hostilities is shown by these figures: Desertions, 
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1917, 2,982; 1918, 3,027; 1919, 9,537; first two months 
of 1920, 1,663. Officers of the Navy report that there 
is a growing feeling among the enlisted men, which, while 
not actually expressed in words because of their loyalty, 
shows an attitude that might be expressed in the phrase, 
“if the Government doesn’t want me, I don’t know why 
I should hang on.” Officers have also canvassed their 
men as to re-enlisting, but in nearly every case the man 
whose enlistment is soon to expire refuses to promise to 
re-enlist in the Service. The great number of trained 
men who have left the Service are not likely to come back, 
for they are settling in civil activities, marrying, or mak- 
ing other engagements which are a bar to their return- 
ing to the Navy. Adequate compensation will to a large 
extent overcome this situation. 


ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL PARALLELS. 
Senate and House Bills Alike in Many Respects. 

Discussing the situation which the conferees of the 
Senate and House will face in adjusting the Army Re- 
organization bills, an officer of the Army whose knowl- 
edge of the subject gives w: ght to his views points out 
that while the two bills ure entirely different in form 
(one being an amendmen‘ to the National Defense act 
and the other a complete law within itself and one carries 
a universal military training provision and the other 
does not) there are not only many fundamental princi- 
ples that are the same in both bills, but both provide in 
their larger organizational features the same system of 
national defense. The important principle of flexibility 
of organization, for example, is contained in both bills, 
the Senate bill giving considerably more power to the 
President in this respect than the House bill. If the 
Senate should pass its bill in its present form the con- 
ferees, in this officer’s opinion, will be able to come to 
agreement on nearly all fundamental principles. The 
main points of difference. as he views them, will arise 
over universal training and the organization of the Na- 
tional Guard. 

Relative to the provisions for commissioned personnel, 
the officer said: “The percentage of officers of the Regu- 
lar Army in the various grades is exactly the same in 
the two bills, and the total number of officers provided 
for nearly the same, although these details were arrived 
at by entirely different methods of calculation. In the 
Senate bill the total.is the minimum number of Regular 
officers in addition to whatever number of Reserve offi- 
cers will be necessary to function the Military Establish- 
ment under a system of universal military training. 
While in the House bill the total is the number required 
under a yoluntary system for duty in the War Depart- 
ment, in the overseas garrisons, on duty at the head- 
quarters of the six territorial departments in the United 
States, for duty with nine divisions.and one Cavalry 
division, with the Coast Artillery Corps, Air Service, and 
some additional regiments of Infantry, Cavalry and Field 
Artillery and other special units, the 2,000 officers for 
detaclied-duty with the National Guard, Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, recruiting, Service schools, U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy, ete., the difference in the two totals is 
only about 300 officers. 

“Both bills, too, create the grade of warrant officer and 
both simplify the grades of enlisted men according to the 
same principle, and both provide pay, without rank, for 
enlisted specialists, Re-enlisted pay is abolished in both 
bills and ‘fogies’ are allowed enlisted men similar to 
those now allowed officers. While the details covering 
the operations of the ‘Manchu law’ are different in the 
two bills, the principles are the same in both-measures. 
Both provide the same eligibility rules for the General 
Staff and both prescribe practically the same duties for 
the Chief of Staff, and the General Staff. In this re- 
spect, however, it will be noted that the House bill is 
more definite in restricting the duties of the General 
Staff than is the Senate bill.” 

Asked his view on the single list for promotion pro- 
visions in the Army bills, the officer said: “The rules re- 
garding appointments to fill the vacancies created are 
almost identical in the two bills, and the single list pro- 
visions are the same, except that the Senate bill does 
not place the officers of the Medical Department in the 
single list. This bill also provides that officers shall be 
classified into three classes, while the House bill _pro- 
vides for only two classes, but both measures are alike in 
providing means of getting rid of -officers unsuited for 
the military service. “Other points of similarity,” he 
continued, “are the provisions for chiefs of Infantry, Cay- 
alry and Field Artillery in both bills. They also provide 
that the business end of the War Department shall he 
controlled through the office of the Assistant Secretary 
of War, and both centralize procurement in the Quarter- 
master Corps. A separate finance department, Chemical 
Warfare Service, and Air Service are assured in~both 
bills, and both place the Tank Corps in the Infantry and 
also create a new Medical Administrative Corps. Then, 
too, the sections regarding the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps are almost identical in these measures. The 
provisions in the Senate bill regarding the Reserve are 
based upon a system of universal military training, while 
the corresponding provisions in the House bill are based 
on the purely voluntary system. In other respects the 
provisions relative to Reserves are very much the same 
in the two bills. 

“Aside front the universal training feature of the Sen- 
ate draft, the maim difference between the bills is to be 
found in the organization of the National Guard. The 
Senate would completely Federalize the National. Guard 
by. organizing it under the Army clause of the Constitu- 





tion, while in the House bifi the organization 
in the National Defense act under the Militia clause of 
the Constitution is not changed.” 


> 
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SERVICE FINANCE INEQUALITIES IN CHINA. 

A sergeant of Infantry on duty at Tientsin, China, 
writes requesting an explanation of Service pay in- 
equalities experienced by the Army. He says: “Our $33 
gold is now worth about $27 Chinese money,” adding: 
“Two branches of our fighting services in China, the Ma- 
rines and Navy personnel, are paid $2.32 Chinese money 
for every dollar they have coming to them.” His state- 
ments are correct, it is learned on inquiry at the Navy 





Department, and the inequality is primarily due to legis=~ 


lation favorable to the Navy and not enjoyed ay the 
Army. The situation is explained thus: Tne Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel in China were suffering from 
double increase in the cost of living as compared with 
the United States, first because of the actual increase in 
the purchasing price of the currency of the country, and 
second because of the enormous increase in the exchange 
rate of Mexican and U.S. currency as compared with the 
pre-war rate. In China before the war the U.S. dollar 
was worth two and one-quarter Mexican dollars, and it 
is now worth less than the Mexican dollar because of 
the increased cost of silver bullion. Commercial con- 
cerns, the British navy and our State Department ex- 
tended allowances to-meet the depreciation in China. The 
Navy Department and Marine Corps also established al- 
lowances for officers and men serving on shore in China 
which make their present pay, so far as exchange rates are 
considered, equal to what it was when the rate was forty- 
three cents Mexican to the U.S.,dollar. In other words, 
this personnel on shore has had its pay placed on the 
pre-war status, and this was possible by ‘reason of the 
fact that general legislation in the Naval Appropriation 
act permitted the Secretary of the Navy to make allow- 
ances to Navy personnel when on duty under unusual 
conditions, and which originally had reference to condi- 
tions in Europe. There has been no such legislation for 
the Army, hence the inequality of which our corze- 
s.ondent complains. Efforts are being made, however, 
Ly the War Department to secure such enabling legisla- 
tion at the present session of Congress. While this fa- 
vorable legislation enjoyed by the Navy would also cover 
officers and men of the’ fleet, the allowance for those 
afloat has not been granted for the reason that the ap- 


propriation available is not sufficiently large to meet it, - 


though it is understood the matter is under consideras 
tion by the Secretary. The personnel enjoying allow- 
ances, however, is small, approximately fifty men of the 
Navy and not more than 300 of the Marine Corps. Um 


til authorization is granted the War Department by Con- — 


gress, therefore, the. Army personnel in China will be 
compelled to suffer impoverishment in its pay as com- 
pared with their more fortunate comrades in the service 
of the Navy and Marine Corps.

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OFFICERS SELECTED FOR EX-GERMAN WARSHIPS TO U.S, 
The Bureau_of Navigation is making selections of offi- 

cers, who with a crew of 260 men, will man the ex-Ger- 

man battleship Ostfriesland, which is among the five 


warships assigned to the United States, and which will - 


be delivered at Rosyth, Scotland. The officers thus far 
selected up to the time we went to press are the follow- 
ing: Lieut. Comdr. A. J. Toulon, Med. Corps; Lieuts, 


W. C. Gray, F. H. Ehlbeck, W. J. Foley and Carl Johan-- 


son; Lieuts. (j.g.) John Cusick and W. M. Frester; 
Chief Btsns. H. J. DeVoto and B. B. Johnson, Machinist 
G. W. Pierson, Gunners T. L. Fox, A. H. Hachtmann 
and F. C. Strauss, and Acting Pay Clerk C. S.- Welch. 
The Ostfriesland, which will sail to the U.S, under her 
own steam, is a formidable and handsome looking ship 
with a normal displacement of 22,800 tons-and was com- 
pleted in August,-1911. Her best trial speed was 21.39- 
knots, and she had the reputation of being an extremely 
good sea boat. Her main battery consisted of twelve 12- 
inch guns, distributed in pairs in six turrets. Two ture 
rets are placed on either beam and one forward and one 
aft. Her main armor belt is eleven and three-quarters 
inches thick, and that on her turrets, turret bases and 
connng, tower is twelve inches thick. Her water line 
length is 546% feet, and her beam is 9344 feet. The ship 
has reciprocating machinery, three screws and burns 
both oil and coal. The vessel has double athwartships rud- 
ders and is provided with six submerged torpedo tubes 
fitted for 19.7-inch torpedoes. The light cruiser Frankfurt, 
which is also among the ex-German warships allotted to 
the United States, was completed in August, 1915, and 
her designed speed was twenty-eight knots. She has a 
length of 465 feet and a beam of 4544.

This Admiral Sims 
refused to do. There was no objection on the part of 
Admiral Sims, nor were there any questions submitted by 
the cross-examiners, when Senator Pittman read a letter 
from Senator Carter Glass, dated Feb. 17, 1920, to Ad- 
miral Sims in which Mr. Glass strongly objected to the 
Admiral’s summary of his (Mr. Glass’s) testimony of 
Feb. 10, 1920, on the naval honors awards. This letter 
and an extract of another letter, dated Nov. 9, 1918, 
from Admiral Sims to Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly were 
read into the records. Senator Glass’s letter was as 
follows :

I have yours of Feb. 15 enclosing your letter of Feb. 14 to 
Senator Hale with certain letters attached, written by you en 
Nov. 6, 1918, t@ Mr. Martin.

Id convince me of the unlikelihood of your having “held 
such opinions concerning General Pershing's handling of the 
Army” as was indicated %, my testimony before the sub-commit- 
tee of the Senate Naval Affairs Commiitee on Feb. 10. 

I disagree no less with your method of stating the case than 
with your deductions. In the first place, I gave no testimony 
touching your..opinions concerning General Pershing’s handling 
of the Army.” Inapection of the record will clearly disclose 
to you that I testified as to a matter of fact and’ not as to any 
opinion of Genera! Pershing held or expressed by you. Point- 
edly, I testified that on Oct. 30, 1918, in your apartment at 
the Hotel-Crillon in Paris, in response to my staiement that 
General Pershing, ten days theretofore, had signified his opposi- 
tion ‘to an armistice with Germany, you explicitly said to Con- 
gressmen Whaley and Byrnes and me that we were obliged to 
grant an armistice because the communications of cupoly of the 
American Army had broken down. Of that fact have no 
more doubt than that I am writing to you at this moment, nor 
has cither of my former colleagues any doubt of it. I might 
have added that, with a ature, you precluded further talk 
on the subject by. saying, “Qb, well, it will all come out in due 
course.” 

The fact that nearly seven months later you and General 
Pershing exchanged cordial personal letters cannot alter the 
circumstance nor in any way affect my distinct recollection of 
it. The further fact, as disclosed by your letter of Nov. 6, 1918,

Letter to Admiral Bayly. 


The following is an extract from letter from Admiral 
Sims to Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly, of the British Royal 
navy, Nov. 9, 1918, two days before the armistice- was 
signed : 

It had been the opinion that it would be impossible fo forces 
the enemy back through the Argonne Forest, fot only on account 
of the great difficulty of the terrain, but also because the troops 
cpa@ating in this area could be:supplied only over one main 
line road. It was hardly thought possible that this road could 
earry supplies sufficient for the number of troops necessary. 
There is no doubt that the military opinion was sound, as- 
suming that the attacking forces were not willing to make - 

ater sacrifices than troops are usually called upon to bear 

t these sacrifices were necessary is but too appatent. .O/ 
course, I do not know much about details at present, bat enongh 
to know that they were very severe. It turmed out, as was 
to be expected, that’ the road was not sufficient to éabply all the 
needs of the trbops. Horses had to be slaughtered to supply the ° 
troops nolw.'hstand'ng the scarcity of horses at thie time. How- 
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ever, there is nothing succeeds like success, and the cutting 
of the important railway lines has been accomplished. 

Admiral Sims admitted to Senator Trammell that the 
Allies had delayed putting into operation the convoy sys- 
tem, adding, “that.we should not have fallen into the 
same errors made by the Allies.” Senator Trammell de- 
clared that he p to fix the responsibility for the 
delay in the tion of the convoy system, desiring io 
show, he said, that the Navy Department was not at 
fault but that the Allies were as much concerned in the 
delay as the United States. Senator Trammell asserted 
that “Admiral Sims was not able to oyeert his con- 
tention that the Navy was responsible for the loss of 
500,000 lives and the destruction of huge tonnage.” Ad- 
miral Sims replied that “we are responsible for heavy 
loss of life and property and cannot get away from it, 
for our failure not to get into the war in April, 1917, 
when the United States declared war.” Asked what did 
the Admiral know about the Selective Service law, Ad- 
miral Sims stated that “the news created a big sensation 
in Europe and demonstrated to the Allies that we were 
heart and soul in the war, and that we were to be reck- 
oned with.” Senator Pittman declared that the war 
was won on the western front and that the Navy got the 
troops over on schedule time.” Contending that the 
troops were rushed to France withoyt delay and that 
when the troops were ready for overseas, transportation 
awaited them, Senator Pittman with emphasis declared 
that Admiral Sims’s admission of the Navy's responsi- 
bility for huge loss of life was entirely erroneous and 
could not be sustained nor substantiated. “They were 
transported,” said the Senator, “and what trained troops 
we had in 1917 in this country were in France by the 
end of that year. There is no foundation for your charges 
of loss of life and I will present facts to refute your 
statement.” 

When Admiral Sims presented General Pershing’s 
1919 report to show that the General had asked for 
troops, Senator Pittman declared that according to Per- 
shing’s report the troops were wanted in France for 
1918, June. “The troops,” said Senator Pittman, “to 
the number of over a million were there and some were 
in action in July, 1918, and these troops aided in the 
victory. You must realize, Admiral, the conditions here 
at the time of the declaration of war, when you left for 
Europe. It is evident te you that in April, 1917, we had 
few soldiers, and few facilities for training. That the 
Navy was not responsible for this shortage. When the 
troops were ready we got them overseas. They aided ma- 
terially in the victory and it seems to me you should 
withdraw your statement that the Navy was responsible 
for the loss of 500,000 lives. Had’ Congress appropri- 
ated sufficient money months before the war for ships we 
would have had more ships. But what ships we had were 
sufficient to transport our 1917 troops over in that year. 
Also we got our soldiers to the front.” 
clared that we only had 300,000 troops in Europe in 
March, 1918. Senator Pittman responded: “And we had 
no trained troops here in August, September, October 
and Novemf#r, 1917. The trained troops were in France. 
We had only recruits here.” Admiral Sims contended 
that we should have transported the “green troops” over 
there. Again Admiral Sims returned to General Per- 
shing’s report. Senator Pittman questioned: “Do you de- 
= on this report to sustain your charges against the 

vavy?” Admiral Sims answered: “For the official; 
yes.” Senator Pittman asked: “Admiral, what date is 
that report?’ Admiral Sims said that it was the 1919 
report. Senator Trammell injected the statement that 
General Persh®ng’s reports in 1917 and 1918 were writ- 
ten to the War Department to show the Department the 
approximate number of troops that were thought neces- 
sary should be in Europe by 1918, and that these troops 
were in France on time. Senator Pittman inserted into 
the record the statements made by Representative Byrnes 
and Senator Glass at the naval honors aw: hearings.

End of Cross-Eramination. 

At the afternoon session, March 23, Admiral Sims 
again charged that the Navy Department had delayed 
complete operation of the convoy system for six months 
after our entrance into the war. That in December, 
1917, there were about 700,000 men in the Army.. To 
Chairman Hale, who questioned the Admiral about his 
letter af Nov. 9, 1918, to Admiral Bayly, the Admiral 
said that the conditions on the western front were widely 
talked about at tlat time. As for the memorandum, 
dated Jan. 14, 1918, Admiral Sims said that instructions 
had been issued to his staff directing them to compile 
communications coming to his office and to place the 
most valuable and interesting in his personal file. The 
Admiral stated that many letters and other communica- 
tions were received at his headquarters in London, which 
never camé to his notice. Senator Pittman said: “It is 
evident to me, Admiral, that you were against the crea- 
tion of a separate American Army as.the evidence, which 
I have submitted, shows.” Admiral Sims said that con- 
ditions on the western front were talked about, that he 
was in no manner connected with the memorandum of 
Jan. 14, 1918, nor had he attended any such dinner as 
mentioned in the memorandum. 

At this juncture Admiral Sims asked Senator Pitt- 


man: ay my it was true that I was against an

Virst. That in the years immodiately preceding our entry into 
the war, tho Navy Deportment did not take an atiitude on legis 
lation and policies, that would enable the ficet to be made prop- 
erly ready for war, and that the fleet was not properly ready 

m wor was declared, 

Second. That even when war was imminent, when it was 
apparent that war could not be. avoided, the Department, é¥én 
then, did not do those things that ought to have been done’ to 
make the Navy ready to carry on the war in its full strength 
and along the right lines. 

Third. That at about the time war was declared, although a 
carefully drawn up plan, outlining what direction the Navy's 
first efforts shegld take, was prepared by the Office of the 
Chief of Naval Operations for the Department's approval, ‘the 
plan was pee sopremet and as a result, at the very time a plan 

, the Navy did not have any genera! plan that 
was based on the peculiar conditions imposed by an enemy 
whose naval effort was restricted almost entirely to the use of 
submarines. 

Fourth. That not having a definite plan to work to, the vari- 
ous parts.of the Navy Department could make no co-ordinated 
effort to carry on the war, but on the contrary each part was 
obliged to do what that part thought might be best, with the re- 
sult that not only was the effectiveness of the naval effort 
greatly reduced in the early stages of the war, but also the eost 
of the war was probably considerably and unnecessarily 
added to. 

Absence ef Operating Plan. 


Fifth. That during the war it was always difficult and fre- 
quently impossible to obtain the Department's approval of ea- 
sential plans and policies, that this made it necessary for sub 
ordinate officers to go far beyend their authority to get things 
done, and that as a result the difficulties of carrying on the war 
were increased while the effectiveness was decreased. 

It is not possible for me to grotece documentary evidence “ 
proving every detail of the above five particulars. In most cases 
where I cannot produce documents I can give you the names 
of officers who can substantiate my statements and can refer 
you to Navy Department records and reports of Congressional 
hearings where sufficient information can be obtained. 

Captain Laning declared that the Navy Department ' 
failed to prepare until war was declared, adding: “I do 
not mean to infer that the Department had no general 
plans whatsoever for war. . . What we did not 
have was a plan for waging war against an enemy that 
used only submarines.” The Captain further stated that 


_ the absence of a general plan before and at the outbreak 


of the war made it ineumbent on bureau chiefs to work 
independently and this worked against centralization. 
“Not having a definite general plan to work on,” srid 
Captain Laning, “the operating part of the Department 
was in quite as much of a quandary asthe material part. 
Instead of concentrating on a broad and clearly defined 
plan, the Navy began the war with merely a series of 
efforts exercised in several directions and only co-ordi- 
nated as each effort received consideration in the same 
office, that of the Chief of Naval Operations.” . The Cap- 
tain continued : 

It should be clearly emphasized that subordinafe officers in 
the Navy Department ought not to be criticised for any action 
they took that may have led to large expenditures. In the 
absence of plans from higher authority to guide them, it was 
their duty to do everything they could that in their individual 
opinion would help to win the war. They would have failed 
in their duty to the country if they had not assumed the re- 
sponsibility and taken action to carry out the plans they them- 
selves thought necessary because of the absence of a general 
or Departmental plan. 

Under the guidance of the Chief of Naval Operations the 
Navy's efforts did ultimately follow a correct and sound general ° 
plan, but I don’t believe the full plan was actually ever laid 
down on paper or that under the necessity of having to get ~ 
approval by piecemeal a general plan could have been laid 
down, ‘Operations did what it could to establish a definite ger- 
eral plan at the time ‘war was declared, but did not have the 
authority to order such a plan carried out. As nearly as I can 
recall, it was about July 1, 1917, before any well defined anti- 
submarine plan wap approved. About that time the Secretary 
did approve the suggestions submitted by the “Board on devices 
and plans connected with Submarine Warfare,” and instructed 
the bureaus to take steps to carry them out. That, I believe, 
was the’ first really definite plan the bureaus were given, but 
it was not until then, about three months after the wer started, 
that the-bureaus had even as much of @ war plan to work te 
as that. - 

Personal Characteristics of Mr. Daniels. 

Commenting on the personal characteristics of execu- 
tives Captain Laning read from his statement: “In this 
case it was the personal characteristics of the Secretary 
of the Navy that often made it impossible to get approval 
of the really important policies. I found this so myself 
and many others found it. If more information is de- 
sired on this point I can give the names of such officers.” 
Continuing the Captain read: 

As you no doubt know, the Bureau of Navigation is re- 
sponsible for the personnel of the Navy. The mission of the 
bureau is to obtain, train and distribute personnel. Early in 
the war the bureau realized that it could rarely obtain approyal 
of its plans for performing its mission in the war, and from 
that time on the bureau was forced to assume much more 
authority in those matters than actually belonged to it. In 
spite of failure to get plans for obtaining men approved and 
even in 6 of repeated orders not to take men into the re- 
serves, Admiral Palmer directed that they be taken in aud 
we took them in. Captain Palmer himself can give you further 
information on this point. When it came to plans for training 
men, agpensel was equally hard to get. Captain Palmer and 
Capt. E. L. Bennett can give you some interesting détails 
of their difficulties in that line and of how they frequently 
went ahead and did things without having authority to do them. 
As for the distribution of personnel, the Secretary of course 
rarely knew about the distribution except in the case of officers. 
But in the case of officers I met a most remarkable attitude 
in regard to sending officers mot attached to ships abroad for 
duty the war area. it one of the rules of the office 
that when Admiral Sims asked for officers he was to get them, 
but I always had lots of trouble getting such orders signed. 
As a matter of fact, not once but several times during the war 
the Secretary told me, and I told the Chief of Bureau too, that 
he didn’t want any more officers sent abroad. Of course, they 
had to go and we sent them by the simple process of assuming 
an outhertiy we did not have and issuing the orders and pass- 
ports o ives. 

From this point oem Laning presented dociimen- 
tary evidence, adding that he hoped it would support his 
charges. The first document was prepared by the Cap 
tain on Apa 12, 1917, in an effort, he said, made at the 
request of Rear Admiral Ralph Earle, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, “that Operations do something to help 
him get approval of-:contracts for the reserve 14-inch 
shells for our dreadnoughts and for the torpedoes’ for 
our new destroyers.” The document Was handed to Ad- 
miral Benson, said Captain 7. S| with a view to hay- 
ing the paper presented to the Secretary by Admiral 
Benson. e document was on conditions that 
confronted the Ordnance Department. The Captain 
stated that the contract for torpedoes was placed “ori 
or about April 28, but I was informed that the order for 
shells was still unp , ‘ or? 

Captain Laning testified that he experienced . trouble 
with the Department in an attempt to obtain its approval 
towards a plan of getting the German ships turned: over 
to the Navy Department. “From the véry start,” said 
the Captain, “I felt that we would not, get any départ 
mental action on this very vital, question, as.to whe: 
would mam-and -operatethe troop ships... During: 
month of May, 1917, in conversation with my brother-in- 
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oe 
law, Col. F-hn MeAuley Palmer, 1.8.4., who was Gen- 
eral Persi:ing’s chief of operations, chis question came up 
and I explained the situation to him. As a result of this 
eonverzation, through the recommendation of General 
Pers.ang and his staff, the War Department began to 
advocate the taking over and operation of the troop. trans- 
port service by the Navy.” Captain Laning also charged 
that there was delay in destroyer program, adding: 
Evidently no action along the line of getting more money for 
destroyers and other small craft had been taken up with Con- 
wress prior to June 22, 1917, for on that date Captain Schofield, 


‘hen in “Operations,” came to me and told me that in spite 


of all efforts it had heen impossible to get the Secretary to take 
up the matter of getting appropriations for additional destroy- 
ers He said it. was imperative to get action on this matter 
which was vital, and that in order to force action it had been 
decided to each day submit a memorandum prepared by an 


officer, giving that officer's argument as to the necessity of pro- 


viding the additional destroyers. Captain Schofield then gave 


me @ copy of his memo which was to be submitted the next 
day, and asked me to prepare the memo for the following day. 

The memoranda were placed in the- record, and the 
Captain added’: “These memos show how strongly we 
had to argue before we could get any action, I have no 
knowledge as to what other officers submitted memos 


nor how long after the meio method was started before 
action was finally taken. It is sufficient for me to show 
vou what lengths we were put to to get action on vitally 
important matters and how such matters were delayed 
through the difficulties in getting action. That these 
difficulties made the Navy’s task much harder is certain ; 
what the resulting delays cost in lives and treasure no 
one ean even guess.” 
Captain Laning’s Letter to Sims. 
.,4)n the completion of his testimony Senator ‘Tram- 
mell of the committee submitted a letter from Captain 
Laning to Admiral Sims, dated Aug. 26, 1918, disclosing . 
that the Captain had taken issue with Admiral Sims on 
certain faets connected with the conduct of the Navy. De- 
partment. To, Senator Trammell the Captain admitted 
that he had written the letter and that he did not desire 
io detract from any statements made in the communica- 
tion. Captain Laning declared that the letter was writ- 
ten to Admiral Sims following the receipt of a letter 
from one of the Admiral’s staff members in London, Car- 
ter by name, who alleged that the Department was not 
giving proper support to Admiral Sims. Following is as 
much of the Laning letter as was given out by the com- 
mittee : goa” i 
am not convineed that Operations has erred in its ge 
mt or that my office (Navigation) has erred greatly in carry- 
ing out its mission under them. To grasp the situation we 
must start from the beginning. When the war was declared 
we had commissioned in the Navy about 2,894 line officers. 
Of these about 350 (two classes) had just left the Naval Acad- 
emy: but for the sake of argument let us accept it that we had 
2394 experienced Officers of the line. It is evident that a 
decision had to be made, and mede at once, as to what the 
Navy should do in the war.’ We could take our 2,394 officers 
and our 57,000 enlisted men, man what ships we could and 
let it go at that, or we could use those officers and those men 
as a foundation on which to build a truly great Navy, one that 
could actually deal some blows to the Huns. It was evident 
that what we then had could not win the war, so that the see- 
ond plan had to be adopted. . The problem as it seems 
to us was not to deliver a puny and futile blow at the start, 
but to build for the blows that in the end must crush the enemy. 
To have wasted our strength to strike quickly when that strength 
was not sufficient to win would have been foolish. We would 
have sacrificed all and in the end could have been only worse 
than at the start.” 

a mission was and is to decisively beat the enemy. If 
we accept some smaller mission we won't win the war. The 
first mission, subordinate to but a part. of grand mission, was 
to defeat the U-boats. Almost every one assigned a task in 
that first mission immediately ran away with the idea that it 
was about the only mission we had. ‘They were fortunate 
enough to get in the game, but once there ‘they saw only their 
part in it. Even you yourself questioned the advisability of 
keeping our battleships in commission and suggested putting 
them ont to send the personnel over there. To have done that 
would have beef! disastrous, for those battleships have trained 
over a hundred thousand men and thousands of officers, which 
we would not have now, had we carried out the suggestion. 
We recognize the importance of the work against the U-boats, 
but we did not think that their extinction could alone win the 
war, nor that even by sending all our 2,394 officers over we 
could extinguish them. As early as July 1 last year it became 
known on this side that no matter how much we curtailed the 
U-boats the war would be lost if we did not get troops to France. 
How were the troops to get there unless the Navy took them! 
. . . The Navy not only had to convoy the troops across, 
but also it had to operate ail the transports flying the U.S. flag. 
It at once became evident every cruiser we have would be a 
vital factor and that transports were even more vital. 


Merits of Transport Service. 


Suppose the transport service had not been developed early, 
whaad — we and our Allies have been to-day? Just as the 
little force we put in against the Subs. swing the balance in 
our favor on the sea, so the transports and cruiser force later 
swing the balance on land to our side. Hasn't it turned out 
that making your force go, and making the transport and 
eruiser foree go, were the Allied salvation? We now operate 
over forty troop transports and several hundred cargo trans- 
ports. -We could not have had either the officers or men to 
man them had we stripped this side for your side early in the 
war, yet without them could the enemy have been stopped. on 
Jand? Those troops of ours are saving the day, and I believe 
it would be unfair to put blame on the Department for putting 
them across instead of sending the personnel to chase subma- 
rines. Both things were essential, but neither one by itself 
could save the day. . . . Surely we — concede — there 
were at least two important missions under our general mis- 
sion—(1) the ae 2 of the U-boats, and (2) the delivery of 
troops to France. ere these our only missions ? I don’t be- 
lie , and certainly not after being privileged to read some 
of Your own letters on the subject of battleships. Already we 
have been called on to send some battleships across, and I 
pay all the other first-line ships will sooner or later be called 
en, perhaps not with the Grand Fleet, but for other important 
duties in the war area. Will any one question the advisability 
of our keeping those ships ready? . . . Without them we 
would practically have no training place at sea for the hundreds 
of thousands ms men and the thousands of officers required to 
man new battleships, new destroyers, trans , cargo ships, 
mine sweepers, submarines, sub-chasers, & the many other 
types of craft we are turning out in great numbers. 

We have an average of ten lars on each of these ships 
er 180 in all. Hidden away from all excitement and ail 
chances of honor and renown those fellows work harder 
any one and make possible the manning of our thousands of 
ships. Does young Carter mean that we should cut off our

must have some experienced officers. Great Lakes Training 
Station with 47,000 men has three Regulars of the active list, 
Others are similarly curtailed. I ould recite the details and 
they’ would astound you, but there is'no use. . . . One 
of the big tasks that has fallen to the Navy is to man and oper- 
ate the 2,000 merchant ships now being built by the Shipping 
Board, The supply of merchant officers and merchant sailors 
is exhausted, and the Navy alone has the facilities and organi- 
ation to provide the personnel.. While the cry that “ships will 
win } war’ may not be correct, it is pretty certain that we 
can't’ win without them, And so the Navy will train and pro- 
vide 20,000 officers and 200,000 men for these ships. It doesn’t 
take many Regulars to handle this task, but it takes some. Is 
their task such that they can be taken from it?’ . . , 


Needed All Forces to Win War. 


_We can’t win the war with anything less than all our forces, 
We might throw battleships in the discard, but would you advise 


it? We can't throw our training ships (old battleships) out 
and continue to expand. We can't cut down our cruisers and 
transports without curtailing our troop movements. We can’t 


cut down our shore and let the sea end fail because of a shore 
end failure. And so it goes all along the line. ’ Over 
there you give us the devil becalise we don't do all you want 
us to do. ou feel we are failing you. Does it help the morale 
over there or over here to do that! I suppose we must 
suffer disagreeable criticism for not sending more officers of 
the Regular Service over there, but when you count those 
permanently there and those that go over and come back with 
the convoys and transports I think you will find a very large 
per cent. of Regulars are quite actively engaged and that the 
small number, who want to be similarly engaged but can't be, 
that are on this side, are doing just as vital work without 
whimper and without chance of reward. . . . 

The important work of the U.S. and its Allies is to beat the 
Huns. It doesn’t make any difference where we beat—them 
just so we do—it may be on the sea, but it is as much more 
likely to be on land. It is the. Navy's business to use its 
efforts to beat them whether it be done on land er sea. If 
we can more certainly beat them on land, and it looks like 
that is where we must beat them, then our principal effort 
must be to help beat him on land. And after all beating him 
on the sea is only secondary, for the final decision must be on 
land. e can win this war if we can beat him on land and 
ean prevent him beatimg us on the sea, and it looks like our 
plan to that end will be successful. Suppose we had 
done as Carter implies we should—stop everything that doesn’t 
fend te eurh tho T-boats. Wouldn't the Allies be in a nice 
mess to-day if-we had adopted that plan a year ago and for- 
saken our transportation of troops? Suppose we had kept up 
our troop arrangements and cast aside battleships wouldn't 
“Fritz’’ have a better chance to win on the sea with our reserve 
fighting force irreparably out of business? The mere fact that 
even if he should lick the British Grand Fleet there is another 
fleet ready to fill the gap must have had some effect on his plans, 
and anyhow if it didn’t it is a mighty good thing to have a 
strong reserve fleet against the slight possibility of his success. 
As a matter of fact there simply isn’t any cure-all. We have 
got to work along all our lines doing each as best we can, keep- 
ing in mind that defeating the enemy on one line cannot and 
will not by itself win the war in a reasonable time. 


Quotation from Admiral Sims’s Letter. 


You can't get this country to believe that the 
troops into France is second to anything. But in my opinion 
the answer to his question is yes. The biggest thing we are 
doing to-day is putting fighting men into France and our best 
brains must be concentrated on its successful accomplishment. 
I don’t believe we would facilitate troop transport in the 
least by putting the brains now doing that work @m hunting 
boats, do you? - .« We are chasing subs over here these 
days and the need is quite close at home, yet with it we still 
see no wisdom in changing our policy. > . We have 
weighed the question both alone and in connection with the 
genera] plan, which I do not believe he has done, and our 
decisions have been reached on the broad basis of the general 
plan, instead of on the narrow basis of a subsidiary plan... . 

Carter’s argument doesn’t bother us much because it is. 
based on incomplete information and false assumptions from 
which anyone who sees only his immediate task is unable to 
get a correct perspective. Your own short letter, however, in 
its first paragraph states as follows: 

When the history of this war comes to be written there 
will be a number of features that will not be very credit- 
able to the Navy. If hearings are held on the 
conduct of the war, a number of rather disagreeable facts 
must inevitably be brought out. Without going into de- 
tails I may say-that as far as the Navy is concerned we 
will have fought this war with the hulk of our experi- 
enced personnel of the Navy on the side of the ocean 
where there is no war. We will have to be able to show 
that it was entirely necessary that we should have had to 
fight the war over here with asevery large proportion of 
Reserve officers who did not have the necessary ex- 
perience. 

and it is that paragraph that hurts. Are you sure that the 
bulk of our experienced personnel is on this side of the water 
now! Of course if you don’t count the cruisers and trans- 
ports you are right, but if you do count them as being en- 
gaged in active work you are wrong. Do you realize that 
ultimately two-fifths of our experienced personnel will be on 
destroyers alone, and of the remaining three-fifths at least 
half will be over there before the war is over, provided, of 
course, transports and cruisers may be considered as -working 
in the danger zone? The bulk may not be there to-day, but 
we are expecting them to go and sre planning for it. Please 
remember experienced officers number all told only about 
2,370 and there is much for them to do over here that may 
be less spectacular and not deserving of credit, yet for all that 
it is work without which the Hun can't be licked. . . . 

Criticism is easy, and just criticism beneficial, but there is 
nothing more lowering to the morale than unjust criticism, 
and criticism made without full knowledge and thought is apt 
to be unjust. . . . And don’t lose sight of the fact that 
it is only by. loyalty to the general plan and by the holding 
to it that decisions are gained. Before clesing there is one 
question I want to ask. In your opinion, when the entire 
Navy has an actual and vital part in the war, is it advisable 
to separate the bulk of experienced officers from the bulk of 
the naval forces, in order that some particular forces with 
particular missions should the better accomplish their mis- 
sions, and in so doing disregard the fact that we actually 
interfere with the Navy's primary mission in the war! 

Cross-Ezamination of Captain Laning. 

To Senator Trammell in his cross-examination Cap- 
tein Laning said that the Navy was prepared at the out- 
break of the war and that the personnel was filled to 
the authorized strength and, considering the funds avail- 
able then, the Navy was doing its best. Captain Lan- 
ing’s letter to Admiral Sims was then read into the 
record. It was in reply to one entitled, “Set a Thief 
to Catch a Thief’—meaning place lar Navy officers 
on submarines, go overseas, do some tricks and eventu- 
ally catch the German submarines.

Palmer declared that at one period of the war the Sec- 
retary ordered the cessation of Reserve enlistments, but 
that he was unable to produce the order. “A few. days 
ago,” said the Captain, “I went to the Secretary for the: 
purpose of obtaining that order. But the Secretary said- 
he did not remember it.” i Palmer said that the’ 
Secretary had procrastinated in’ the plan for the creation. 
of a Naval Reserve personnel and that in many instances 
he found it necessary to go ahead despite the Seeretary’s 
orders. Considerable of the work of the Great Lakes 
Station was done without the sanction of the Secretary, 
said the Captain. 

Previous to the war he had recommended to’ the Sec- 
retary a three-year course at the U.S. Naval Academy in- 
stead of the. four-year plan. “In this connection the 
Secretary,” continued the Captain, “advised that the 
course be made five years. The Superintendent of the 
Academy also had recommended the shorter course. The 
Navy was short of offcers at that time as well as men 
and we were preparing against the impending war. Fin- 
ally the three-year course was approved by the Com- 
mittees on Naval Affairs and also by Congress and later 
when the first cadets graduated under the system, the 
Seeretary made the statement that he was pleased with 
the fine body of men turned out at the Academy.” Cap- 
tain Palmer further declared that enlisted men were sent 
to Admiral Sims as fast as they were properly trained. 
“In certain cases,” said Captain Palmer, “it was neces- 
sary to refuse the Admiral’s request for certain officers 
as they were absolutely necessary in their home duties.” 

To Chairman Hale he stated that the question of pro- 

tion for officers in the Naval Reserve was a minor 

tter compared to more urgent duties, adding that a 
promotion plan was drawn about July, 1918, in order to 
meet the needs. Captain Palmer did not agree with Ad- 
miral Sim’s stand on promotion in the early period of 
the war, declaring “promotion was a secondary thing at 
that time to my mind.” He did not favor rapid promo- 
tion for new and inexperienced officers until y had at 
least more practical experience. “Had men been pro- 
moted for heroism,” he said, “it would be necessary in 
some cases to promote them week after week, and this 
would hardly do since the highest command the Reserves 
could hold was lieutenant commander.” : 


Lack of Officers for Fleet. 

Questioned concerning the existence of a plan for 
erations just before the war, Me oy Palmer understood, 
he said, that there was one in the ent. He was 
not certain whether the plan had been adopted. Admiral 
H. T. Mayo, U.S.N., assented to the Captain’s request 
made during hostilities that certain officers be spared 
from the ships for overseas duties. “In this Admiral 
Mayo took a broad-minded view of things,” said the Cap- 
tain, “and despite the strong objections of ship captains 
—and I would have registered a strong protest had I 
been a ship captain——-my request was granted and the 
Peay = obtained, thereby causing a lack of officers in 
the fleet.” . 

“Before the war,” said the Captain in his cross-ex- 
amination by Senator Trammell, “the Ty was 
much concerned over enlistments in the Navy and fol- 
lowing a conference with the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs an appropriation for a recrui drive was ob- 
tained. When the drive was launched recruits the 
Seeretary showed his interest by inqu how the work 
was progressing.” To Senator Tram the Gaptain 
said: “Secretary Daniels was not against enlistments 
for the Regular Navy.” In answer to the question con- 
cerning the probability of inefficiency in some of the offi- 
cer personnel, Captain Palmer stated: “Inefficiency might 
have been anywhere, but not in my bureau,” said 
smilingly. On his declaration that the Navy had ac- 
complished wonderful things in the war, Senator Tram- 
mel! endorsed the Captain’s opinion, stating: “That is 
my view.” Captain Palmer informed Chairman Hale 
that he was responsible for any delay in the matter of 
promotions for the Naval Reserve and that the Navy De- 
partment had been wrongly charged with the delay, the 
Captain declaring that there was more important work 
to be accomplished at that time. Hale an- 
nounced that Rear Admiral Charles P. Plunkett, U.8.N. 
commanding Destroyer Force No. 3, Atlantic Fleet, and 
Capt. Joseph K. Taussig,. U.S.N., Naval War College, 
will be heard by the sub-committee on March 26.

NAVAL RESERVE FORCE NOTES, 
Promotions, U.S.N.R.F. 


Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, under date of March 18, 1920, 
in a circular letter relative to the promotion of enlisted 
men of the Reserve Force to commissioned and warrant 
rank, said: “It has been brought to the attention of the 
bureau that in many instances where an enlisted man of 
the Reserve Force has been promoted to a commissioned 
or warrant grade in the Reserve Force, the enrolling of- 
ficer effecting the promotion has closed out the record of 
the enlisted reservist and notified the bureau that such 
man was discharged to accept an appointment as an offi- 
cer. The effect of such notification to the Navy allot- 
ment office is to.stop the confirmed retainer pay of such 
reservist as an enlisted man, if he holds a confirmed rat- 

It is therefore directed that the procedure of con- 
eicing such promotions as discharges be discontinued, 
and that notification of the proper status of the man 
concerned be sent to the Navy allotment office (Retainer 
Pay Section). A ony of the notification to the — ™ 
allotment office should be forwarded to the Bureau 
Navigation.”

Many offieers 
apparently do not know their pre résent status in regard to 
confirmation in rank, precise ails of which were pub- 
lished in Circular 126, Bureau of Navigation, Sent. 10, 
Et Ae A the Re- 
serve Force Division. Other officers express the urgent 
Heed of securing a suitable ship for the use of the Naval 
Force. Although the Navy Department is will- 
ing to assign ships, it is unable to do so at the present 
time because there is no Navy personnel available to care 
for these vessels. This matter will be taken care of after 
July 1, 1920, when men of the U.S.N.R.F. can be as- 
signed to duty caring for ships, and it is believed there 
will be no difficulty in securing the consent of a sufficient 
number of them thus to serve. The fact that a 1920 
issue of 30,000 of the revised regulations governing the 
organization and administration of the Naval Reserve 
Force is available also appears to be little known. 
Copies of the regulations are now being distributed in the 
various districts as rapidly as possible. There alse ap- 
to be a misconception relative to classification. 
or example, an officer formerly of C' ass 3 did not un- 
drennd why upon transfer to Class 2 he could not be 
confirmed in a higher rank than ensign. While this is 
explained in Circular 126, mentioned above, it may be 
stated that Class 3 officers on transfer to Class 2 must 
have had the necessary sea service in a rank justified by 
the length of their service in the Reserve Force. The 
same length of service in each grade in the Reserve Force 
is required as in each grade of the Regular Navy.

; SECOND SESSION. 
To Help War Risk Insurance. 


Legislation designed to bring the Government war risk 
insurance in closer touch with former Service men was 
approved on March 25 by the House Interstate Com- 
merce Sub-Committee in charge of war risk insurance 
bills. The collection of insurance premiums at post 
offices, the establishment of state war risk insurance 
offices and funds for advertising the benefits of Govern- 
ment insurance are provided for. For Gea ep 
gional offices and other sub-offices the bill carries $1,000,- 
000, while $250,000 is appropriated for advertising. Be- 
sides collecting insurance premiums, os offices would 
handle applications for reinsurance and reinstatement of 

icies. No premiums on renewable term insurance 
would be collected temporarily from men while receiving 
hospital care or vocational training or. while suffering 
total temporary disability. For one year after the pas- 
sage of the bill the Government “would provide without 
charge all medical, dental and surgical care for men suf- 
fering from diseases resulting from the Service. 

Revision of Court-Martial Legislation. 

For the purpose of perfecting a bill to revise Army 
court-martial legislation, Chairman Kahn of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on March 24 appointed a 
committee to thoroughly investigate the matter. The 
members are Representatives Crago, Hull, Kearns, Wise 
and Harrison. When the sub-committee compiles a 
tentative draft of the proposed changes it will be re- 
ported to the full committee. 

Universal Military Training Committee Named. 

The special committee that is to study and report on 
the whole question of universal military training was 
named by Chairman Kahn of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs on March 18. It will include Chairman 
Kahn and Representatives Greene, McKenzie, James, 
Sanford, Dent, Quinn and Olmey. A report will be made 
by the committee either in June or December. 


Our Troops in Germany. 

The House on March 25 passed the following resolu- 
tion : : 
H. Res. 500, Mr. Kahn.—Requesting the President, if not 
incompatible with the public interest, to inform the House of 
the exact status of the American military forces now stationed 
in German territory; the scope to which their operations are 
confined under the terms of the armistice between the allied 
nations, the Government of the United States and Germany ; 
the extent of- the authority exercised over them by Field 
Marshal Ferdinand Foch, commander-in-chief of the allied 
forces in the occupied Rhine provinces, and how far their 
activities may be directed without express orders from the 
President of the United States. 





BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. 4101, Mr. Capper.—To pension survivors of certain In-

Authorizing 
the President to have issued, through the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy, to all wounded or otherwise 
disabled soldiers, sailors or marines being given treatment in 
any Army, Navy or other hospital, and who are given fur- 
lough at any time, a furlough-fare certificate, which shall be 
signed by the commanding officer at such hospital. This fur- 
lough-fare certificate shail be properly countersigned by the 
agent of any railroad company over whose lines said soldier, 
sailor or marine may travel to and from his home during the 
furlough period, showing po:nt of departure, destination, mile- 
age and fare charged. Upon presentation of such furlough- 
fare certificate to the officer to be designated by the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the Navy, there shall be refunded 
to the soldier, sailor or marine an amount equal to the dif- 
ference between fare figured at one cent a mile and the fare 
actually charged by the railroad company. There is hereby 
appropriated $250,000 for carrying out the purposes of this act. 

H.R. 13174, Mr. Greene, of Massachusetts——To provide for 
the award of a medal of merit to any person in the merchant 
marine of the United States of America, who since April 6, 
1917, has distinguished himself by extraordinary heroism or 
distinguished service in the line of his profession or by ex- 
ceptionally meritorious service to the Government. 

H.R. 13175, Mr. Kelley, of Michigan.—That the age limits 
for prometion by selection in the Navy, which under existing 
law will become effective on June 30, 1920, are hereby de- 


ferred until June 30, 1921. 
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MILITARY ACADEMY APPROPRIATIONS. 


Conferees reported agreement on the Military Acad- 
emy Appropriation bill (H.R. 12467), on March 19. 
The conferees accepted the Senate’s increase of pay to 
the Master of the Sword to $3,500 and provides that “the 
present incumbent shall have the relative rank and be en- 
titled to the pay, allowances, and emoluments of a lieu- 
tenant colonel during his incumbency.” 

The pay of cadets for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1921, shall be fixed at $780 per annum and one ration 
per day or commutation thereof at the rate of $1.08 per 
ration, to be paid from the appropriation for the sub- 
sistence of the Army: Provided, That the sum of $250 
shall be credited to each cadet now at the academy and 
to each cadet discharged since Jan. 1, 1919, to the extent 
of paying any balance due by any such cadet to the acad- 
= account of initial clothing and equipment issued 
to him.

“The Secretary of War is directed to turn over to the 
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U.S.MLA. without expense all such surplus material as 
may be available and necessary for construction of tem- 
porary buildings; also, surplus tools and matériel for 
use in iestrustion of cadets at the academy. To cover 
the cost of labor in construction of such temporary 
buildings there is appropriated $10,000. 

The course of instruction at the U.S.M.A. shall be 
four B yg Provided, That any person heretofore nom- 
inated in accordance with eapeteees, for appointment 
to fill a vacancy which would have nesuited from the 
graduation of a cadet during the present year, may 
so appointed notwithstanding the retention of such cadet 
at the academy. Provided further, That any cadet now 
at the academy m at his option, exercised prior to 
June 11, 1920, continue at the academy one additional 
year and postpone thereby his prospective graduation, 
and cadets not electing so to prolong their course shall 
be graduated in the years assigned to their respective 
classes prior to the passage of this act. 

Section 1318, Revised Statutes, is amended to read: 
“Appointees shall be admitted to the academy only be- 
tween the ages of seventeen and twenty-two years, ex- 
cept in the following case: That during the calendar 
years 1919, 1920 and 1921 any appointee who has served 
honorably and faithfully not less than one year in the 
armed forces of the United States or Allied armies in 
the late war with Germany, and who possesses the other 
qualifications required by law, may be admitted between 
the ages of seventeen and twenty-four years: Provided 
That whenever any member of the graduating class shall 
fail to complete the course with his class by reason of 
sickness, or deficiency in his studies, or other cause, such 
failure shall not operate to delay the admission of his 
successor.” 

Hotel at West Point—The paragraph of the Mili- 
tary Academy Appropriation act for 1920, approved 
March 4, 1919, relating to the erection of a hotel build- 
ing at West Point, N.Y., is amended to read: “That the 
Secretary of War is hereby authorized to lease land on 
the United. States military reservation at West Point 
for a term of not exceeding fifty years, to any corpora- 
tion, company, or individual, upon which to erect a.hotel, 
and all other necessary  buil ings in connection there- 
with, in accordance with plans and specifications sub- 
mitted to and recommended by the Superintendent of the 
Military Academy, and approved by the Secretary of 
War. Said lease shall contain such conditions, terms, 
reservations, and covenants, as may be agreed upon and 
shall also provide for just compensation to the lessees for 
the construction of said hotel, appurtenances, and equip- 
ments, to be paid to said lessees at the termination of 
said lease.” : 

Ramon Ricardo Arias.—The Secretary of War is, in 
his diseretion, authorized to permit one Ramon Ricardo 
Arias, a citizen of Panama, without expense to the 
United States, to receive instruction at the U.S.M.A.; 
and such student, while undergoing instruction as herein 
authorized, shall be accorded the same privileges as are 
authorized by law for cadets at the Military Academy 
appointed from the United States. 

The conferees refused to accept the Senate provision 
that hereafter, whenever all vacancies at the Military 
Academy shall not have been filled as the result of the 
regular annual entrance examination, the remaining va- 
eancies shall be filled by admission from the whole list 
of alternates selected in their order of merit established 
at such entrance examinations, etc.”

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Passed by House With Few Changes. 


The House on March 23, by a vote of 223 to 13, passed 
the Naval Appropriation bill (H.R. 13108) which car- 
ries the sum of $425,000,000. Only slight changes were 
made in the measure. Several attempts were made to 
reduce the amount of $104,000,000, carried in the bill 
for new construction as part of the 1916 building pro- 
gram, but the efforts failed. The details of the bill were 
given in our issue of March 20, page 876. No important 
changes were made in the bill. 

An amendment was added authorizing the Secretary 
of the Navy to accept from the city of Erie, Pa., title 
to the naval brig Niagara, and upon delivery to make ex- 
penditures not to exceed $5,000 from the appropriation 
for the restoration and preservation of the ship at Erie. 

Amendments were adopted providing that no part of 
the appropriation shall be used for the training of any 
member of the Naval Reserve Force except with his own 
consent. In the section relating to pay of the Navy it 
was provided that the retainer pay provided by existing 
law shall not be id to any officer of the Naval Re- 
serve Force .who declines and fails to train as provided 
by law during the year for which he declines to ‘train. 

The Naval Academy ration was raised to $1.08 per 
day, thus agreeing with the provision in the Military 
Academy bill applying to ration allowance for cadets. 

When the bill was before the House on March 20 
several members participated in a discussion concerning 
expenditures in the War Department. Congressman 
Bland, of the Committee on Expenditures in the War 
Department, called attention to what he termed a “recent 
extravagant and ill-advised expenditure that cannot be 
brushed aside with the statement that it occurred during 
the war. Notwithstanding the fact we are indebted 
$24,000,000,000 and that we have a deficiency of 
$3,000,000,000, and that future appropriation bills are 
going to be so large as to stagger the nation, the Secre- 
tary of War has gone right on spending recklessly and 
lavishly and unnecessarily the funds appropriated with 
which to conduct the war. Out of a war nies riation 
for the purpose of buying ordnance to fight the Hun, the 
Secretary of War the other day, in spite of the protests 
of the Q.M. General, purchased seventy-five new trucks 
at an average cost of about 8,000 per vehicle, or a total 
of $557,000.” The trucks, he said, it was claimed, were 
bought for the purpose of pulling the 155-mm. guns, 
“notwithstanding the fact that we have enough tractors, 
to say nothing of trucks, to pull enough 155-mm. guns to 
equip an army of 10,000; men.” Major Gen. Harry 
L. Rogérs, Q.M. General of the Army, he added, on Oct. 
11, 1919, wrote to the of War directing his at- 
tention to the fact that, while the purchase of $1,200,000 
worth ef a certain was directed, there were on 
hand, surplus, a large number of trucks and chasses 
which could be used for the same purpose for which the 
other trucks were requested. General Rogers recom- 
mended thatthe purchase be not made. Nevertheless, the 
Secretary of War ordered that eight thousand of them be 
bought at a cost of $8,000 each, and $100,000 worth of 
spare parts. Congressman. Bland th t the expendi- 
ture unjustifiable, “and I do not think there is a man in 
the House that -will:attempt to justify it with the same 


answer as.is made to.the charge ‘of-other extravagances, 





that-it: was‘a result’of the -war,-and:that war is- waste.”’. 
replied 


Congressman Connally that “if the Secretary 
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of War is to-day spending money of the U.S. Govern- 
iment for trucks or tractors, he is doing it by sanction vt? 
the Republican side of this.House, which made it pos- 
sible for him to do so by making useless appropriations.” 

Mr. Mondell answered: “We all know most everybody 
else has been blaming Congress for everything that goes 
wrong under the sun, but this is the first time that a 
member of Congress has claimed that Congress is respon- 
sible when an administrative officer spends money reck- 
lessly, foolishly, senselessly and extravagartly.” Con- 
tinuing, he said: “The Secretary of the Navy advocated 
a largely increased program of construction. The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs very wisely declined to con- 
sider it; very wisely first, because the expenditure of 
$104,000,000 in ship construction, as provided by this 
bill, is, it seems to me, quite as much as the American 
people ought to be called upon to spend this year. That 
is all we ought to spend this year in the building of 
ships, the value of which as a sea defense is now very 
questionable. Nobody knows whether or no these great 
leviathans, larger and finer than any built heretofoue, 
with guns of longer range and larger caliber than ever 
were mounted on ship deck, are going to be of any real 
value after they’ are built and paid for,,in view of the 
recent developments in sea warfare. It is a question 
whether we shall not soon turn, as many of the great sea 
captains now believe we should turn, almost wholly from 
the building of floating fortresses, at costs running from 
$20,000,000 to $25,000,000 a year, and devote our atten- 
tion to the wasps of the sea, to the small surface and sub- 
surface craft that drive these great leviathans to the 
harbors whenever they take to the highways of the seas.” 

Congressman Kraus said he desired to “bring the ap- 
propriation down to a point which I believe is fully sufti- 
cient to care for the defenses of the country, and keep 
our Navy in the state of preparedness it should be with- 
out unduly burdening the taxpayers of the country.” 

_The House on March 22 resumed consideration of the 
bill. Congressman Butler said that if the present pro- 
grams for the various navies of the world are continued 
until 1924, “from the best information we can obtain— 
remember what I say, please, the present programs—TI 
believe that America will have the foremost navy in 
strength and ee of any in the world.” He felt no 
disquietude because England was handing over to Can- 
ada somé ships of war, “for I always think of Canada as 
a warm friend, near at hand.”

Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, 1st Brigade, New York Guard, 
a former colonel of the 12th N.G.N.Y., who served with it in 
the Spanish-American War, reviewed his old regiment, com- 
manded by Col. N. B. Burr, in the armory in New York city 
on the night of March 22.

The 
armory was filled with spectators long before the regiment as- 
sembled, and the audience showed its enthusiasm particularly 
when the state decorations for long and faithful service Were 
presented. In making the presentations General Dyer paid 
a handsome tribute to the men who won them and to the regi- 
ment. The decorations were presented as follows: 

For twenty-five years’ service, to Lieut. Col. William FE, 
Downs, Capts. Robert Saunders and Joha J. Dean, and Liew. 
James G. Campion. For fifteen years’ service, to Sergt. Majors 
Archibald H. McComb and Charles C. Mendell, ist Sergts. 
Walter L. Messer, Co. F, and Frank Farrell, Sergts. Thomas 
A. Dougherty, Supply Co., and S. Murray, Co. K. For ten 
vears’ service, to Major Elisha Sniffin, R.L., and Sergt. Murray 
J. Keats.

An excellent example of what can be accomplished in orgaa- 
izing a Federalized National Guard regiment in the face of dis 
couraging conditions was given at the review of the 71st Infan- 
try, N.G.N.Y., under Col. J. H. Wells; at a review in its armory 
in New York city, March 23, by Brig. Gen. G. R. Dyer, iat 
Brigade, New York. When the subject of getting men to take 
the Federal oath was first introduced, there was very little en- 
thusiasm, and the task seemed almost hopeless. Colonel Wells 
and his cers, however, kept pegging away until now the en- 
tire 71st Regiment is a Federalized organization, with some 
1,000 officers and men on its roll. 

The review by General Dyer on March 24 was the first ap- 
pearance of the mew Federalized command, and although the 
ceremonial —— of the program, owing to the many new men, 
lacked the finish of old days, the fine looking body of men in 
the ranks fully made up for this, and they will surely show their 
polish later. General Dyer, in a talk to the officers after the 
ceremonies, told them of the satisfaction he felt at their anccess- 
ful efforts in organizing, and of the progress the command was 
making towards the efficiency required. 

A very large audience was present, which was not sparing 
of applause during the ceremonies. In addition to the review, 
there was an exhibition drill by the Machine Gun Company, and 
evening parade. There was dancing for members and guests, 
and General Dyer-and special guests were entertained by Col 
onel Wells and his officers at a collation.

L. S., regarding length of active service required 
to e@ustitute a period fer pay in an enlistment begun aiter 
Jump 3, 1916, but before Nov. 1, 1916, is upheld by recent 
decision of the Comptroller, which decision, as printed in our 
answer below to ‘‘Enlisted Term,’’ points out that the 
provisions of the National Defense act fixing three years as a 
period do not apply to enlistments entered upon prier to Nov. 


_ 1916. This is in accord with Sec. 27, N.D.A., as we have 
heretofore pointed out. We thank you for calling our atten- 
tion to Ciretlar No. 2, of Noy. 1, 1916, and to the particular 


ease of the man who enlisted June 5, 1916, and received pay 
of second period from June 5, 1919. The decision of the 
Comaptoening clearly shows he is not entitled to second period 
pay until June 5, 1920. 

ENLISTMENT TERM asks: (1) A man enlisted in July, 
1915, for seven years. Since July, 1919, he is carried in 
second period.

J. W. V. asks: Has any order been published for enlisted 
men, who were commissioned and re-enlisted after being dis- 
charged their commissions, to wear a green braid on their ser- 
vice coats? Answer: Changes 11 (Sept. 2, 1919), Special 
Regulations 41, amends Par. 96 by adding subparagraph: 
“(1) Enlisted men who have served on active duty as com- 
missioned officers in the Army of the United States and whose 
commissioned service was terminated honorably are authorized 
to wear a band of forest-green braid, one-half inch wide, on 
both sleeves of the service coat, the lower edge of the braid to 
be three inches from the end of the sleeve.” 

R. M. B. asks: (1) Is a man that was discharged May 21, 
1917, entitled to the differences in travel pay? (2) Is the 
state of Tennessee offering any financial aid to the World 
War veterans?! (3) Is a_man that was discharged on dis- 
ability in line of duty, and taking a course of training from 
the Federal Board for Vocational Education, entitled to wear 
his uniform while in training?

Re-enlisted Nov. 4, 1919, 
and believe I should have been placed in seventh period, 
haying served more than half the time which constitutes a 
period, but R.O. entered me in sixth period. Now I have 
served more than three years in sixth period, and can I be 
entered in seventh period commencing March 1, 1920, or will 
it be necessary to wait until end of this present enlistment?

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KELLY FIELD. 
‘> Kelly Field, Texas, Feb. 28, 1920. 

Organization of the Kelly Field gun club is well under way 
and at present is being managed by Lieut. S. G. Prierson, 
U.S.A., commanding ist Provisional Air Park Group. A 
double set of tournament traps has been installed at the lower 
end of the field, and a club house and gun room are being 
improvised out of two S.E. boxes. During the past week 
several high scores have becn made. 

During the week ending eb. 21 we had only one day of 
bad weather. That gave us four flying days, during which 
we rolled up a total of 127 flights, with a time in the air of 
133 hours and thirty minutes. About half of this time was 
made‘on cross-country reconnaissance trips to such towns as 
Kenedy, Cuero; Austin, Floresville, Tilden, San Marcus, 
Uvalde and others up to 100 miles distant. We practiced a 
fifteen-ship -formation, and also continued the training in 
artillery adjustment (by puff target work), camera obscura 
and D.R. signaling. Many of these flights were for the testing 
of the D.H. B-4 planes which we are setting up for the border 
outfits. Under personal direction of Lieut. D. H. Dunton, 
group engineer officer, this group is setting up, equipping 
with radio and testing for four hours each five D.H. B-4 
planes per week. Although the ships are then turned over to 
the Air Park companies, our group is later called on to fur- 
nish the pilots necessary to ferry the ships to the border. 
All who have so far flown this type of ship are well pleased 
with it and mention several points of superiority which it 
possesses over the D.H.-4. No one is sorry that we are to be 
re-equipped with the new type. 

The 20th Squadron has the honor of exhibiting one of their 
ships at the San Antonio Automobile Show. The aviation 
exhibit at this show is in charge of Lieut. D. E. Rowland, 
group information officer, and includes an 8.E.-5 from the 
Pursuit Group and many different types of planes and motors 
from the A.S.M.S., besides our.own bombardment D.H. The 
ship exhibited is fully equipped for radio, photography and 
bombing and should be illuminating to the lay public, which 
seems extremely interested in the exhibit. 

During a series of experiments with Spandau guns and 
other parts of the Fokker we found to. our surprise that it 
was covered with an “absolutely non-inflammable fabric; the 
material used in this test was a piece of covering from the 
standard D, VII.

San Diego, Oalif., March 11, 1920, 

After a record-breaking flight from Camp Lewis, Major 
Albert D. Smith, military aviator, arrived at Rockwell Field 
at 8:56 p.m.

Within a single week last fall, great civie 
dinners were tendered at the Waldorf-Astoria 
to General Pershing, to Herbert Hoover and 
to Cardinal Mercier. And at all three of these

NAVY G.C.M. CASES. 

Capt. Thad T. Taylor, U.S.M.C., was acquitted by a G.C.M. 
on Dee. 30, 1919, at the navy yard, New York, of charges of 
scandalous conduct and conduct unbecoming an officer and 
gentleman. The acquittal was approved Feb. 5, 1920, by Sec- 
retary Daniels. (C.M.O. 39, Feb. 13, 1920, N.D.) 

Ensign Charles E. Alden, U.S.N.R.F., was found guilty by 
a G.C.M. on Jan. 2, 1920, at the navy yard, Boston, of drunk- 
enness and of using abusive and obscene language. He was 
sentenced to dismissal, which was approved by the President on 
Jan, 27, 1920. (C.M.O. 37, Feb. 4, 1920, N.D.) 

Lieut. M. K. Goodridge, U.S.N.R.F., was found ilty by a 
G.C.M. on March 5, 1919, at London, England, of using abusive 
and obscene language and of conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman. He was sentenced to be pe reprimanded 
and to be disenrolled from the U.S.N.R.F. On March 24, 
1919, the convening authority expressed the opinion that the 
sentence was inadequate to the offense found proved, and the 
court was reconvened for the purpose of reconsidering its sen- 
tence. The court decided to adhere to its former findings and 
sentence. The convening authority on ror 5, 1919, approved 
the proceedings and findings and sentence in order that the ac- 
cused might not wholly escape the consequences of his miscon- 
duct. The convening authority also explained that he had recon- 
vened the court for the reason that it might perhaps have been 
influenced by the uncorrected statement of the accused’s coun- 
sel that a sentence of dismissal in time of war carries with it 
the loss of United States citizenship. The court’s attention 
was called to the error of this statement. In closing his com- 
ment he said: “The reviewing authority cannot refrain from 
expressing his astonishment at the conception the court held 
of its duty to adjudge a punishment adequate to the offense 
in adhering, in proceedings in revision, to its sentence after 
the inadequacy of the sentence had been pointed out by the con- 
vening authority.” Lieutenant Goodridge, while awaiting action 
on his prior trial, was again placed on trial at Spalato, Dal- 
matia, June 10, 1919, and found guilty of maltreating and 
abusing inhabitants of a foreign country while on shore, mal- 
treating a person subject to his orders, and of using provoking 
and reproachful words, gestures and menaces toward another 
person in the Navy. He was sentenced to be dismissed the 
Service. The convening authority on June 25, 1919, returned 
the record to the court for the purpose of reconsidering its sen- 
tence, which was considered entirely inadequate. He pointed 
out to the court “that the accused pleaded guilty to three 
very serious charges; that in the evidence offered in extenua- 
tion and in his statement he endeavored to justify his actions 
by stating that in no other way was it possible to protect the 
interests of the U.S. Government. In the opinion of the con- 
vening authority such contention is entirely without weight. 
It is plain if such contentions were generally admitted an in- 
tolerable situation would be created entirely at variance with 
the dictafes of justice, with the rights of civilians and with 
the rights of enlisted men of the U.S. Navy. The convening 
authority has never heard of a case where the action of an 
officer in striking enlisted men, or in firing a revolver at their 
heels to hasten their movements, was condoned or even tol- 
erated.” The court decided to revoke its sentence in this case 
and substitute a new sentence, which dismissed Lieutenant Good- 
ridge from the Navy and imprisoned him for one year. The 
convening authority approved the sentence in revision, although 
he considered it to be inadequate. The Acting Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy made a lengthy endorsement on the record 
and recommended that the proceedings, finding and sentences 
in both of the cases be approved, but in view of the sentence 
of dismissal and imprisonment adjudged in the second case the 
sentence imposed by the G.C.M-* at London on March 5, 1919, 
be remitted. The Acting Secretary of the Navy accordingly 
remitted the sentence of March 5, 1919, and recommended that 
the sentence of June 10, 1919, be confirmed. The President 
approved the sentence on Jan. 3, 1920. (C.M.O. 80-31, Jan, 
21, 1920, N.D.) 

Lieutenant Goodridge applied to the United States District 
Court, Eastern District, for a writ, seeking his release from 
prison. The question presented to the court was whether Lieu- 
tenant Goodridge, having been released from active service on 
Feb. 3, 1919, could thereafter be brought back and tried for an 
offense committed while he was in active service. Judge Manton 
on Feb. 25, 1920, rendered an opinion sustaining the writ on 
the ground that the court lost its jurisdiction over the person of 
Lieutenant Goodridge after his transfer to inactive service. 
Judge Thomas, of the U.S. District Court, and the Attorney 
General also expressed similar views in cases that had come 
before, similar to that of Lieutenant Goodrdige, Judge Manton 
states in his decision. 

Capt. E. C. Williams, U.S.M.C., was tried by G.C.M. on 
Dec. 18, 1919, at Santo Domingo City, D.R., and found 
guilty of drunkenness on duty and sentenced to lose fifty 
numbers in his grade. A recommendation to clemency was 
signed by three of the five members of the court, in con- 
sideration of his previous excellent military record. On Jan. 
8, 1920, the convening authority directed the court to recon- 
vene for reconsidering the finding and sentence, stating that 
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“The White-Gollar Poor’’

he did not consider the finding in accord with the evidence 
adduced, and was of the opinion that the sentence adjudged 
is incorrect. The court decided to revoke its former finding 
and sentence, and to substitute therefor the following finding: 
The specification of the charge ‘‘not proved’’ and the acéused 
“‘not guilty’’ of the charge, and the court therefore acquitted 
the accused of the charge. The acquittal was approved on 
Jan. 15, 1920.

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, commanding the Ist Bri- 
gade, New York Guard, who went to Europe and visited 
the battlefields there, in January and February, 1919, 
has written an interesting and instructive book for pri- 
vate circulation on his observations entitled “Views on 
Conditions Abroad.” He goes into numerous details 
concerning the work of our Army abroad, including the 
great docks, warehouses, supply bases, etc., constructed 
by the U.S. Army. In speaking of the work of the 
American Army in the building of the great supply de- 
pot at Tours, he says, “it was one of the most brilliant 
accomplishments of the war.” He mentions a number of 
officers of the Army entitled to special praise, and pays 
the highest compliments to both the Army and the Navy 
of the United States, not forgetting the Allied armies. 

What General Dyer writes concerning the charges of 
alleged discrimination by Army officers against National 
Guard officers is of particular interest coming from a 
National Guard officer of so high a reputation as General 
Dyer. He says: “We. have heard many statements ‘over 
here’ about the unfair treatment of the National Guard 
officer and the Reserve officer by the Regular. It may be 
interesting to know that only about thirty-nine per cent. 
of the Regular officers were fortunate enough to go over- 
seas, and only about nineteen per cent. of the Regular 
officers saw service with combat troops. A greater per- 
centage of Regular officers were demoted and ‘canned’ 
than National Guard officers, Reserve or National Army 
officers. In the matter of promotions, only efficiency 
was considered, for when General McAndrew  sub- 
mitted to the Commander-in-Chief a list of brigadier 
generals to be promoted it included an officer’s name who 
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was personally very distasteful to them both. On ac- 
count of this officer's very efficient record and zeal since 
arriving in France he was among the first to be pro- 
moted. This custom has been followed from the drat, 
and, although there have been many complaints among 
former National Guard officers that they have been over- 
looked in all promotions, I cannot espouse their cause, 
except in isolated cases where there was some discrim- 
ination by a Regular officer whose opposition to the 
Guard officers has been a matter of record for years. I 
do believe, however, that the Guard officer has lived up 
to the best traditions of the Service and has in most 
cases been efficient and brave to an unexpected degree. 
To one who has watched the work of the National 
Guardsman in the states where the Guard has been effi- 
cient, their bravery and efficiency overseas have not been 
surprising.” 

He visited practically every point of interest in the 
battle zone, numerous cities, towns and villages, hospi- 
tals, salvage camps, prison camps, ammunition dumps 
abandoned by the Germans in their retreat, the graves 
of American soldiers, docks, warehouses, pioneer regi- 
ments, labor battalions, and describes all these various 
things in detail. No German officer or soldier he talked 
with expressed the slightest regret at the inhuman and 
brutal practices of the German army and navy. Their 
only regret expressed was that they lost the war. 


The Spirit of Selective Service, by Major Gen. Enoch 
H. Crowder, U.S.A. (The Century Co., New York). As 
Provost Marshal General of the Army during the partici- 
pation of the United States in the World War, no person 
perhaps is more competent to write on this subject than 
yeneral Crowder. In a preface he explains that “This is 
not 2 book designed for military purposes. It makes no 
appeal to the military man. Primarily, it is directed to 
those 193,117 loyal men and women who lent their labors 
to the administration of selective service.” General 
Crowder presents a brief history of compulsory military 
training and a detailed account of the formation and 
operation of the selective service system in the United 
States, In a preliminary sketch of the causes which led 
to the World War and to the participation of the United 
States therein, he says that following the sinking of the 
Tusitania “America was ready for war.” Of universal 
service, he says “The obligation to contribute military 
service in defense of the common safety is as old as the 
law of self-preservation. History cannot hark back to its 
inception. Not only is it as old as the social pact, but 
all the great democracies of the past have known it. 
Their history is often inextricably wound up in it. With 
them democracy was kept fresh in so far as universal 
service flourished, and declined and died as the universal 
obligation waned and passed away. What is the relation 
of an army to a people? To the actual reader of the 
chronicles of the past. armies appear to be only the 
agencies of battle. Seldom does one look deeper and 
glimpse in them the real character and stamina of the 
peoples whose battle they waged.” He mentions an in- 
cident where a friend, a member of Congress, asked him 
if he intended accepting the contemplated assignment as 
Provost Marshal General. “I told him that I did. 
‘Crowder,’ he said, ‘decline it. If you accept the re- 
sponsibility of executing the draft act, your name will 
become odious in America in connection with the war.’ 
Perhaps there was foundation for his fears, but he did 
not know.” 

General Crowder writes in the most approving way 
of the working of the Selective Service Act and of 
the manner in which the many draft boards throughout 
the country did their work. That the selective service 
idea will be permanent he does not doubt. He refers to 
the achievement of selective service by England. Of the 
spirit of the draft in the United States he says: “It is 
not true that the American public is a crowd of practical 
money-makers.” Of the tasks that lie ahead for this 
country, he asks: “Is America to enter a life-and-death 
struggle for commercial supremacy after the war with 
the old loose methods of pre-war days? On every side in 
the countries of our Allies we see a contrary course.” 
Of the actual physical examination of nearly 24,000.000 
men for service in the selective draft, he says: “What 
did it disclose? Thirty per cent. of our manhood is 
physically unfit. Of the men between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-five, the years when the body ought to be the 
strongest, three out of every ten Americans were physic- 
ally wrong. We know the causes. have always known 
them, though we may never before have accurately 
known the limits in which those causes operated.” The 

selective service idea, he believes, will not live in an ab- 
stract sense. “It is both an idea and a method for its 
accomplishment, enlarging the principle of democracy, 
giving an added dignity to it. equipping it with effective- 
ness. It is a working idea. I do not mean it will operate 
in a fixed groove. It is the sane answer to the demand 
for something new, combining the old with the new.” 


The Dover Patrol: 1915-1917, by Admiral Sir Regi- 
nald Bacon. (George H. Doran Co., New York). Next 
to Admiral Jellicoe’s volume on the Grand Fleet, this 
narrative of Admiral Bacon’s of his two years’ period of 
command of the Dover Patrol is the most important work 
on the British navy in the war that has come to us. Less 
technical than Admiral Jellicoe’s book, this account of 
the naval unit based on Dover is of more popular inter- 
est since it is filled with many picturesque and humorous 
tales of the work of the fleet of twenty-four different 
types of craft Admiral Bacon had under his command. 
The chapter that will be of widest interest both to Navy 
and Army officers in our Service is that devoted to de- 
scribing the plans for a great landing on the Belgian 
coast in 1917, the operation involving the disembarkation 
of a division of troops with tanks, machine guns and 
other equipment. The distingtive feature of the plan was 
the use of pontoons 550 feet long that were to be lashed 
between two monitors, three sets of these curious landing 
devices being provided for the operation. In addition to 
the pontoons there was provided a “raft” for the bow of 
each pontoon to run up on the shelving beach so that the 
tanks and landing party would not have to wade through 
the water. Another impediment to be overcome was a 
high seawall with a projecting coping, and to maneuver 
the tanks over this each one of them was fitted with a 
portable ramp, this device having been worked out at the 
headquarters of the British Tank Corps in France, 
where a dummy wall was built similar to the one to be 
overcome on the Belgian coast. Owing to conditions on 
land, however, the whole plan had to be abandoned in 
October, 1917, and this in spite of the fact that both the 
division of men and all the necessary craft were near or 
at Dunkirk ready for the operation to be ordered. Ad- 
miral Bacon shews how badly off the Dover Patrol was 
for proper equipment during the early part of the war, 
but has no harsh criticisms to make on this score, real- 
izing that “preparedness” has too many material, finan- 
cial and political elements entering into it to make per- 
fect preparedness humanly possible. His chapters on 
Strategy and Operations are of marked professional im- 
portance. The many novel illustrations add much to the 
very great interest of these two handsome volumes. 
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
